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TO:  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  WALLASEY 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  February  1973  the  Health  Department  suffered 
a  further  severe  loss  in  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  W.  F. 
Christian  only  a  few  months  after  he  had  been  appointed 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Principal  School  Medical 
Officer,  following  the  death  of  Dr.  Howard  W.  Hall  in  the 
previous  September.  Dr.  Christian’s  special  interest  lay 
in  the  school  children  of  the  Borough  and  his  wide  experi¬ 
ence  and  knowledge  are  particularly  missed  in  this 
sphere.  To  be  appointed  as  Acting  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  -  during  this  time  leading  up  to  Reorganisation 
of  the  National  Health  Service  -  presents  another  chall¬ 
enge.  In  memory  of  my  colleagues  it  is  an  honour  to 
report  on  their  efforts  to  further  the  health  of  Wallasey 
during  1972. 

Vital  Statistics: 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  15.1  per  1,000 
population  -  being  identical  with  that  for  1971.  The 
number  of  illegitimate  live  births  totalled  155  compared 
with  147  in  1971,  representing  11.81%  of  the  total  live 
births. 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  number  of  infant 
deaths  shows  an  appreciable  reduction,  24  in  the  year 
compared  with  35  in  1971. 

The  early  neo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under  1 
week  per  1,000  total  live  births)  also  shows  an  appreciable 
reduction  -  14  compared  with  17  in  the  previous  year. 

There  were  18  still  births  in  the  year  compared 
with  22  in  1971. 

The  death  rate  for  Wallasey  in  1972  was  12.7  per 
1,000  population,  compared  with  12.3  for  1971  and  12.9 
for  1970.  Once  again  heart  disease  and  cancer  were  the 
principal  causes  of  death.  There  were  84  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  compared  with  82  for 
the  previous  year.  31  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  persons 
under  the  age  of  65  years.  Once  more  I  would  like  to 
stress  that  the  harmful  effects  of  cigarette  smoking 
cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised. 
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Health  Centres: 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  4  General  Practitioners 
have  indicated  that  they  would  wish  to  practise  from  a 
Health  Centre  in  Field  Road  (the  Upper  Brighton  area  of 
the  Borough)  and  that  during  the  year  the  Council  appro¬ 
ved  the  project. 

Ambulance  Service: 

The  opening  of  the  Geriatric  Day  Hospital  in  Mill 
Lane  in  July  resulted  in  further  heavy  commitments  on 
this  hard  pressed  service  -  some  3,446  cases  having 
been  conveyed  to  the  end  of  the  year.  The  link-up  of 
the  new  Wallasey  Tunnel  with  the  M  53  was  largely  com¬ 
pleted  during  1972  -  faster  traffic  means  more  risk  of 
severe  accidents  and  emphasises  the  need  for  an  efficient 
ambulance  service. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation: 

This  important  day-to-day  work  of  the  Department 
continued  and  I  am  grateful  for  the  part  played  by  the 
General  Practitioners  in  this  vital  preventative  work.  It 
is  hoped  that  all  parents  will  realise  the  importance  of 
having  their  children  protected. 

Although  ample  supplies  of  vaccine  were  available, 
only  524  cnildren  received  immunisation  against  measles. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery: 

There  were  again  only  very  few  home  confinements  in 
the  Borough  (26)  and  the  large  majority  of  deliveries 
occurred  in  Highfield  Maternity  Unit.  In  most  cases  the 
decision  that  the  confinement  should  take  place  in  hospi¬ 
tal  was  planned  well  in  advance  and  consequently  it  was 
possible  for  the  Midwife  to  visit  the  home  and  to  advice 
the  hospital  whether  conditions  were  suitable  for  early 
discharge.  A  total  of  1,059  mothers  were  discharged  before 
the  eighth  day  to  the  care  of  the  Domiciliary  Midwife. 

Health  Visiting: 

It  hasnowbeen  possible  to  assess  the  General  Practi¬ 
tioner/Health  Visiting  Attachment  Scheme  which  was 
inaugurated  in  1971.  The  Director  of  Nursing  Services 
reports  that  the  scheme  has  lead  to  a  better  understand¬ 
ing  between  the  family  doctor  and  the  health  visiting 
staff,  and  on  the  whole  the  scheme  is  working  satisfac¬ 
torily.  It  is  unfortunate  that  there  has  been  a  shortage 
of  trained  health  visiting  staff  and  that  there  have  been 
vacancies  during  the  year.  In  September  the  first  pupil 
health  visitor  was  seconded  for  training  by  the  Department. 
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Home  Nursing  Service: 

This  service  continues  to  make  a  mcst  valuable  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  health  services  of  the  Borough,  and  during 
the  year  over  56,000  visits  were  made  by  the  nurses  to 
patients  requiring  care  and  attention  in  the  home.  In 
addition,  4,442  treatments  were  given  in  Group  Practice 
premises  where  a  district  nurse  worked  in  close  liaison 
with  the  family  doctor. 

Family  Planning  Services: 

The  Merseyside  Family  Planning  Association  continued 
to  provide  a  service  on  an  agency  basis.  Details  are 
given  later  in  the  report  of  the  facilities  which  are  avail¬ 
able  at  the  various  clinics.  It  is  regretted  that  due  to 
financial  restrictions  it  was  not  possible  to  inaugurate  a 
free  service  during  the  year  but,  nevertheless,  financial 
help  is  available  to  medical  cases  and  cases  of  social 
priority. 

Chiropody  Services: 

For  several  years,  since  the  inception  of  this  service, 
there  was  a  continual  increase  in  delnand.  The  demand 
on  the  service,  which  makes  a  definite  contribution  to 
the  care  of  the  aged,  now  appears  to  have  reached  the 
optimum  point  and  some  10,000  treatments  are  given 
annually. 

Health  Education: 

This  is  a  most  important  aspect  of  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  full  details  are  given  on  pages  56-59  of 
the  report.  During  1972  Mr.  C.J.  Nelson,  the  new  Health 
Education  Officer  for  Wallasey  and  Birkenhead,  took  up 
his  appointment  and  added  new  impetus  to  this  work. 

Replacement  Clinic: 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  plans  for  a  clinic  in  the 
Liscard  area,  to  replace  Merton  Road  Clinic,  are  at  an 
advanced  stage.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the 
project  has  been  approved  by  the  Department  of  Education 
and  Science  and  a  cost  limit  agreed.  It  is  hoped  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  commence  building  works  early  in 
1974  on  this  much  needed  building,  as  Merton  Road  Clinic 
is  now  totally  inadequate  for  the  many  services  provided 
from  the  premises. 

Environmental  Health  Services: 

These  services  are  fully  reported  in  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector’s  report  commencing  on  page  66 
It  will  be  noted  that  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  was 
suspended  for  the  latter  part  of  the  year  as  the  Housing 
Department  had  over  200  families  to  re-house  from 
areas  already  confirmed  for  demolition.

I  am  particularly  pleased  that  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  anticipates  that  as  only  one  further  smoke  con¬ 
trol  area  remains  to  be  surveyed,  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  will  be  smokeless  by  the  end  of  1974.  This  is  no 
mean  achievement  when  one  considers  the  vast  amount 
of  work  that  has  been  involved  since  the  commencement 
of  the  scheme. 

Considering  the  facts  and  the  work  in  the  various 
sections  of  the  Health  Department,  1972  was  obviously 
a  year  of  achievements  -  particularly  the  thought  of  a 
smoke  free  town  by  1974.  Wallasey  presents  to  the  new 
Wirral  Authority,  when  it  comes  into  being  in  April  1974, 
a  clean  atmosphere.  The  population  of  Wallasey  is  in 
good  health  and  I  am  particularly  impressed  by  the  work 
amongst  the  children.  It  is  pleasing  to  see  a  drop  in  the 
infant  mortality  rate  and  endeavours  made  in  so  many 
directions  to  reduce  the  morbidity  of  diseases  in  children. 
To  take  one  example,  in  1972  Mr.  Baruah,  the  Ear, 
Nose  and  Throat  Surgeon,  began  a  clinic  to  treat  diseases 
which  might  lead  to  loss  of  hearing  in  soma  children  and 
retard  their  educational  progress.  To  the  consultants  in 
orthopaedics  and  in  eye  troubles  who  have  given  of  their 
continued  service  in  1972  we  offer  thanks.  To  the  doctors 
in  general  practice  with  whom  there  has  been  increasing 
liaison  in  1972  we  are  grateful.  The  National  Health 
Reorganisation  in  April  1974  and  beyond  brings  the 
hospital  services,  the  family  practitioner  service  and 
the  local  authority  personal  health  services  to  merge 
with  each  other  -  no  one  service  takes  over  any  other  - 
it  is  a  partnership  to  produce  total  community  health. 
The  progressive  improvement  in  the  health  of  Wallasey 
during  1972  has  gone  part  of  the  way  along  that  road  to 
total  health  care. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  people  in  the 
health  department  for  their  work  during  1972  and  their 
continuing  support;  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  continued  efforts;  and  the 
Town  Clerk  and  all  other  Chief  Officials  for  their  co¬ 
operation.

During  the  year  there  were  155  illegitimate  live  births 
(83  Male:  72  Female)  recorded  by  the  Registrar-General 
as  belonging  to  the  Borough,  compared  with  147  in  1971. 
This  gives  an  illegitimate  birthrate  of  118.1  per  thousand 
total  live  births,  as  compared  with  102.4  in  1971,

ECONOMIC  CONDITIONS 


The  number  of  unemployed  persons  in  the  borough  in 
January,  1972  was  2,682  and  in  December  it  was  2,709 
compared  with  1,852  and  2,559  in  January  and  December, 
1971  respectively.

During  the  year  a  total  of  780  visits  were  made  by  the 
health  visitors  and  public  health  inspectors  to  infectious 
cases  and  contacts  as  follows:  —

A  total  of  617  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  in  connection  with  the  investigations  of 
cases  of  food  poisoning  and  dysentery,  including  contacts. 

Diphtheria 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year. 
In  fact  there  have  been  no  cases  notified  in  Wallasey 
during  the  last  seventeen  years.  This  is,  of  course,  highly 
satisfactory.  Unfortunately,  there  is  the  danger  of  being 
drawn  into  a  false  sense  of  security.  Parents  are  tending 
to  become  complacent  about  the  need  for  immunisation. 

It  must,  therefore,  be  re-emphasised  to  parents  that  only 
through  immunisation  will  the  present  very  satisfactory 
position  be  maintained. 

Scarlet  Fever 

64  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  1972 
compared  with  52  cases  in  1971.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough 

No  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified. 

Measles 

There  were  550  cases  of  measles  notified  during  1972 
compared  with  14  in  1971.  The  notification  figures  are 
high  compared  with  1971  but  there  was  an  increased 
incidence  of  Measles  in  the  borough. Not  enough  parents 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  Measles  Immunisation  pro¬ 
gramme  and  they  are  urged  to  do  so.  I  hope  this  will  be 
reflected  in  next  years  figures. 

Poliomyelitis 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year. 
Acute  Meningitis 

There  were  4  cases  notified  in  the  borough.  One  of  the 
cases  was  a  pneumococcal  meningitis  in  a  school  boy  of  9 
years,  he  made  a  good  recovery. 
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Two  of  the  cases  were  children  who  live  next  door  to  each 
other  but,  apparently,  had  no  contact.  One  case  was  diag¬ 
nosed  as  a  Meningococcal  infection,  and  in  the  other  the 
organism  was  not  isolated.  Fortunately  both  these  children 
made  complete  recoveries,, 

The  fourth  case  was  one  of  Influenzal  Meningitis  in  a  pre¬ 
school  child  -  he  made  a  satisfactory  recovery. 

Acute  Encephalitis 

There  were  no  cases  notified  during  the  year. 
Leptospirosis 

There  were  no  cases  notified  during  the  year. 

Infective  Hepatitis 

There  were  28  cases  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  33  cases  in  1971.  In  none  of  the  cases  was  there  any 
evidence  to  suggest  that  the  virus  had  been  conveyed  at  the 
time  of  injections  or  transfusions,  etc. 

Typhoid  Fever 

There  were  no  cases  of  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  fever 
notified. 

Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning 

There  were  13  cases  of  food  poisoning  and  21  confirmed 
cases  of  conn?  dysentery  notified  during  the  year. 

Visits  of  surveillance  were  made  by  health  visitors  and 
public  health  inspectors,  and  specimens  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination. 

All  cases  were  kept  under  surveillance  until  specimens 
were  found  to  be  free  from  pathogenic  organisms. 

QiTvthalmia,  Neonatorum 

There  were  no  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  notified.

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THE  CO-ORDINATION  AND  CO-OPERATION  OF  THE 
HEALTH  DEPARTMENT’S  SERVICES  WITH  THE  HOSP¬ 
ITAL  AND  FAMILY  DOCTOR  SERVICES,  INCLUDING 
ATTACHMENT  OR  LIAISON  SCHEMES  BETWEEN  THE 
HEALTH  DEPARTMENT’S  DOMICILIARY  STAFF  AND 
FAMILY  DOCTORS. 

The  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  has 
again  asked  that  particular  reference  to  the  above  be 
made  in  this  report.  The  three  branches  of  the  Health 
Service,  namely,  the  General  Practitioner  Services;  the 
Hospital  and  Specialist  Services;  and  the  Local  Health  Autho¬ 
rity  Services  continue  to  work  in  close  co-operation  in  Wallasey. 

(a)  Co-operation  with  Hospital  Services. 

(i)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  Liaison  meet¬ 
ings  with  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board’s 
Medical  Staff  and  also  represents  the  authority  on 
the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board  Joint  Health 
Advisory  Committee. 

(ii)  The  Secretary  of  the  North  Wirral  Hospital  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  attends  meetings  of  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  Local  Authority  in  an  advisory 
capacity. 

(iii)  The  department  is  given  full  details  of  all  pre¬ 
school  and  school  children  dischar  ged  from  hospiU 
This  facilitates  any  necessary  follow-up  by  the  health 
visiting  and  school  health  service  staffs,  as  appropriate. 

(iv)  The  number  of  g early  discharges’  from  the  local 
Maternity  Hospital  (which  is  a  General  Practitioner 
Unit)  before  the  eighth  day  has  increased  very 
appreciably  in  recent  years,  and  numbered  1,059 
in  1972.  Most  of  these  are  planned  well  in  advance, 
thus  allowing  for  the  inspection  of  the  home  by  a 
domiciliary  midwife  who  advises  the  hospital  whether 
or  not  the  conditions  are  such  that  early  discharge 
is  desirable.  The  department  is  notified  by  telephone 
when  the  discharge  is  imminent,  thus  ensuring  that 
the  appropriate  services  are  available  without  del  ay. 

(v)  The  domiciliary  midwives  make  full  use  of  the 
Obstetric  and  Paediatric  Flying  Squad  if  an  emergency 
arises,  and  they  accompany  any  premature  infant 
to  the  hospital,  who  requires  specialised  treatment 
available  only  at  the  Special  Care  Baby  Unit  at 
St.  Catherine’s  Hospital,  Birkenhead. 

(vi)  Many  requests  are  received,  directly  from  Consult¬ 
ants  or  through  the  Medical  Social  Workers  of  the 
hospitals  for  the  provision  of  appropriate  domiciliary 
services  on  discharge  from  hospital,  including  District 
Nursing  Service;  Health  Visiting  Service,  etc. 
Applications  are  also  made  for  rehousing  on  Medical 
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Grounds;  Provision  of  Medical  equipment,  etc. 
(vii)  A  Hospital  Transport  Officer  was  appointed  in  1966 
to  co-ordinate  the  requests  for  admission  and 
discharge  of  patients  by  ambulance.,  He  holds  the 
rank  of  Station  Officer  of  the  Ambulance  Service 
and  is  based  at  Victoria  Central  Hospital.  50%  of 
his  salary  is  paid  by  the  Local  Authority  and  50% 
by  the  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

(viii)  A  health  visitor  attends  the  geriatric  unit  at  Mill 
Lane  Hospital  on  one  session  per  week  to  discuss 
the  probable  social  and  medical  needs  of  the  elderly 
patient  on  his/her  return  from  hospital. 

The  Director  of  Nursing  Services  now  serves  on 
the  Geriatric  Liaison  Committee  under  the  Chair¬ 
manship  of  a  Consultant  Geriatrician  at  St.  Cath¬ 
erine’s  Hospital,  Birkenhead.  A  Nursing  Officer  also 
serves  on  a  Geriatric  Liaison  Committee,  again 
under  the  Chairmanship  of  a  Consultant  Geriatrician 
at  Mill  Lane  Geriatric  Day  Hospital. 

(ix)  Two  tuberculosis  visitors  of  the  local  authority 
continue  to  carry  out  their  duties  from  the  Chest 
Clinic,  Mill  Lane,  and  work  in  close  liaison  with 
the  Consultant  Chest  Physicians.  They  also  take 
part  in  School  B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme,  thus 
ensuring  the  complete  “follow  up”  of  children  found 
to  be  strongly  Mantoux  Positive. 

(x)  A  District  Nurse  attends  Leasowe  Hospital  as 
Liaison  Officer.  Ward  rounds  are  carried  out  with 
Consultants  each  week,  and  the  introduction  of  the 
scheme  has  proved  well  worth  while.  In  addition  a 
District  Nurse  visits  the  Geriatric  Unit  at  Mill 
Lane  Hospital  on  two  days  per  week.  This  scheme 
is  also  working  very  satisfactorily. 

(xi)  The  Department  is  grateful  to  the  Pathologist  at 
Victoria  Central  Hospital  for  her  helpful  co-operation 
in  connection  with  the  smears  taken  at  the  cervical 
cytology  clinics. 

(b)  With  the  Family  Doctor  Services. 

(i)  General 

The  Clerk  of  the  Wallasey  Executive  Council  attends 
meetings  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Local 
Authority  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

(a)  A  newsletter  is  forwarded  periodically  to  all 
general  practitioners  in  the  borough,  giving  details 
of  the  occurrence  of  infectious  diseases;  the  introd¬ 
uction  of  new  services  and  the  changes  in  the  existing 
domiciliary  services  of  the  Local  Authority. 

(b)  Health  Visitors  are  available  on  request  from  general 
practitioners  for  visits  to  elderly  patients  on  their 
lists.  The  number  of  requests  of  this  nature  is 
increasing,  and  during  the  year,  1,697  visits  were 
made  to  650  elderly  persons. 
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(c)  All  the  domiciliary  services  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  are  available  to  assist  the  general  practitioner 
in  the  care  of  the  sick  and  eiaerly  patient  on  his 
list  and  most  general  practitioners  in  the  borough 
continue  to  care  for  their  elderly  patients  after 
admission  to  Welfare  Homes. 

(d)  Full  information  of  the  results  obtained  at  the 
Cervical  Cytology  Clinic  are  conveyed  to  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Practitioners  so  that  any  necessary  treatment 
can  be  arranged  by  him, 

(e)  Details  of  liaison  with  general  practitioners  regard¬ 
ing  Health  Centres  are  given  in  the  following  section 
of  this  report, 

(ii)  Attachment  or  liaison  schemes  between  the  Health 
Department’s  domiciliary  staff  and  family  doctors, 

(a)  District  Nursing:  District  Nurses  now  attend 
five  Group  Practices  in  the  borough,  full  attachment 

to  the  Central  Park  and  Liscard  Road  Practices 
having  commenced  during  the  year, 

(b)  Health  Visiting;  Health  Visitors  attend  six  Group 
Practices.  The  scheme  was  recently  introduced  whereby 
every  member  of  staff  is  “ attached  to  a  General  Pract¬ 
itioner!’ 

(c)  Midwives:  The  midwives  attend  five  Group  Practices, 
This  is  an  increase  of  two  since  my  last  report, 

SECTION  21  -  HEALTH  CENTRES 

There  are  no  Health  Centres  in  Wallasey  and  none  are 
under  construction. 

It  will  be  recalled  from  last  year’s  report  that  at 
the  request  of  the  Wallasey  Executive  Council  the  Council 
decided  to  reinstate  the  Health  Centre  for  the  Upper 
Brighton  Area  of  the  Borough  in  their  four  year  Capital 
Building  Programme,  In  June  three  General  Practitioners 
indicated  that  they  would  wish  to  practice  from  a  Health 
Centre  in  the  Field  Road  area  of  the  Borough  and  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  proposed  project  was  approved 
by  the  Council,  At  the  time  of  writing  a  further  General 
Practitioner  has  indicated  he  wishes  to  practice  from 
the  Centre, 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  plans  and  the  consent  of 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  is  to  be 
sought  in  order  that  the  Centre  may  be  erected  at  the 
earliest  possible  date, 

SECTION  22  -  CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 
Ante-Natal  Clinics, 

These  clinics  are  regularly  conducted  by  the  domiciliary 
midwives  and  are  held  at  Water  Street  and  Merton  Hoad 
Clinics  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  evenings  respectively,  from 

6.00  p.m.  to  7.  00  p.m. 
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The  numbers  attending  continue  to  decline  as  the 
following  table  shows  and  this  is  due  to  a  number  of 
factors,  including  the  fall  in  the  birth  rate,  high  percentage 
of  hospital  confinements  and  the  growing  number  of  group 
practices  where  the  doctors  undertake  their  own  ante-natal 
work  with  the  domiciliary  midwife  in  attendance„

A  health  visitor  attends  each  clinic  to  give  talks  on 
health  during  pregnancy  and  mothercraft. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  there  is  full  liaison 
with  the  general  practitioners  so  that  any  abnormality 
found  at  midwives’  ante-natal  clinic  is  at  once  reported 
to  the  general  practitioner  in  charge  of  the  case. 

Post  Natal  Examination 

No  local  authority  post  natal  clinics  are  held,  but  the 
health  visitors  and  midwives  stress  the  importance  of 
patients  attending  their  own  family  doctor  for  post  natal 
examination. 

Care  of  Premature  Babies 

A  premature  infant  is  one  weighing  five  and  a  half 
pounds  or  less  at  birth,  and  the  table  following  gives  details 
of  the  premature  births  during  the  year  „ 

The  services  of  a  well  equipped  Special  Care  Baby 
Unit  at  St.  Catherine’s  Hospital,  Birkenhead,  are  readily 
available,  and  whenever  necessary,  premature  babies 
are  admitted  to  this  unit  for  special  attention,  being 
conveyed  in  an  incubator  by  Ambulance  to  hospital. 

There  is  close  liaison  with  the  hospital  staffs  and  on 
discharge,  the  department  is  given  details  of  the  child’s  and 
mother’s  condition  and  methods  of  feeding,  etc.  The  details 
are  initially  given  by  telephone,  so  there  is  no  delay  in 
the  provision  of  the  appropriate  services. 

In  those  cases  where  a  premature  baby  is  cared  for 
at  home,  there  is  close  liaison  between  the  domiciliary 
midwifery  and  health  visiting  staffs.  Scales  for  weighing 
premature  infants  are  available  on  free  loan  from  the 
Health  Department  and  9  families  took  advantage  of  this 
service  during  the  year.

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Congenital  Malformations  Apparent  at  Birth,, 

The  scheme  for  notifying  congenital  malformations  apparent 
at  birth  continued.  Any  such  malformation  is  recorded 
by  the  doctor  or  midwife  on  the  birth  notification  which  is 
forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  A  return  is 
made  to  the  General  Register  Office  of  every  child  in  the 
borough  (identified  only  by  a  number)  for  whom  information 
has  been  received  of  a  malformation  or  malformations 
present  and  apparent  at  birth. 

During  the  year  43  malformations  apparent  at  birth 
were  notified  (38  in  respect  of  31  live  births  and  5  in 
respect  of  4  stillbirths).

Dr.  S.  Bell  reports  as  follows:- 

'‘This  year  the  number  of  attendances  at  our  Child 
Health  Clinics  has  again  fallen  -  this  decrease  is  undoubt¬ 
edly  due  to  the  fall  in  the  birth  rate.  Whereas  in  1965 
there  were  1,842  births,  in  1971  and  1972  there  were 
1,436  and  1,313  respectively.  More  doctors  in  Wallasey 
are  now  holding  their  own  baby  clinics. 

Merton  Road  Clinic,  at  which  Child  Health  sessions 
are  held  each  Thursday  afternoon,  is  now  inadequate  for 
the  many  services  to  the  public  which  are  carried  on  there, 
but  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  at  the  time  of  writing, 
plans  for  larger  more  suitable  premises  are  at  an  advanced 
stage. 

The  main  work  of  these  Clinics  can  be  summarised 
as  follows:- 

(a)  To  give  advice  on  the  rearing  of  children  - 
ranging  from  the  early  problems  of  infant  feeding  to 
the  emotional  problems  of  the  toddler  and  pre-school 
child. 


(b)  To  medically  examine  babies  at  their  first 
attendance  and  subsequently  as  necessary. 
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(c)  To  advise  parents  on  specific  problems  which 
they  bring  to  the  health  visitor  or  medical  officer . 

(d)  To  educate  parents  on  all  matters  pertaining  to 
health. 

(e)  To  immunise  babies  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and  measles.  In  addition 
the  health  visitors  obtain  a  specimen  of  blood  from  babies 
by  heel  prick  to  test  for  the  presence  of  phenylketonuria, 
an  excess  of  which  can  cause  brain  damage. 

All  babies  at  9  months  have  a  hearing  test  performed 
by  specially  trained  health  visitors.  If  a  child  fails  this 
test  it  is  repeated  a  few  weeks’  later.  If  the  test  is  failed 
twice,  the  child  is  referred  for  audiology  tests  to  Dr. 
Brown  in  Liverpool  or  to  the  Chester  Audiology  Clinic. 

Developmental  Paediatrics  is  considered  increasingly 
important  in  the  assessment  of  the  young  child  over  a 
period  of  time  from  birth  up  to  the  5  year  old  medical 
at  the  start  of  school  life. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those 
ladies  who  regularly  give  their  services  voluntarily  in 
assisting  the  health  visitors  in  running  the  baby  clinics.

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Welfare  Foods  Service 

National  Dried  Milk  continued  to  be  available  but  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  made  certain 
changes  regarding  other  Welfare  Foods „  During  1971 
supplies  of  cod  liver  oil  were  discontinued  ana  were 
replaced  with  vitamin  drops  (vitamin  drops  are  especially 
for  young  children  and  should  not  be  confused  with  vitamin 
tablets  supplied  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers)  .  In 
April  1972  the  supplies  of  orange  juice  were  withdrawn 
from  the  Welfare  Foods  Service  as  vitamin  drops  were 
introduced  as  an  alternative  to  both  cod  liver  oil  and 
Orange  juice0  However,  orange  juice  is  still  available  to 
the  public  as  a  proprietary  food  due  to  its  continued  pop- 
ularity.

SECTION  24  -  HEALTH  VISITING 

Mrs,  K,  Schofield,  now  Director  of  Nursing  Services 
reports  as  follows:  — ■ 

Home  Visiting 

Despite  many  changes  in  the  field  of  preventive  med¬ 
icine,  the  home  visiting  continues  to  be  the  most  important 
aspect  of  the  Health  Visitors’  work0 

It  is  regretted  that  owing  to  staff  shortages  over  the 
past  years  it  has  not  been  possible  to  visit  the  vulnerable 
1-5  year  age  group  as  much  as  we  desire. 

General  Practitioner/Health  Visitor  Attachment 

This  scheme,  which  was  inaugurated  in  1971,  has 
proved  successful.  Perhaps  more  success  has  been  achie¬ 
ved  in  some  group  practices  than  in  others.  In  the  main, 
however,  the  advantages  outweigh  the  disadvantages.  There 
has  developed  a  better  understanding  of  each  other’s  work 
role  and  an  improvement  in  patient  care,  as  far  as  the 
Health  Visitor  is  concerned.  One  must  allow  three  years 
for  complete  integration  to  occur. 

The  car  mileage  has  increased  enormously  as  each 
Health  Visitor  covers  the  whole  of  the  Borough  and  not 
geographically,  as  was  the  previous  practice.

Two  group  practice  premises  are  used  by  the  Health 
Visitors  for  the  ascertainment  of  deafness  screening 
tests  for  the  9  month  -  5  year  old  children.  We  appreciate 
these  facilities. 

The  Elderly 

Requests  for  visits  come  from  G.P.’s,  neighbours, 
relatives,  voluntary  agencies  and  the  hospitals. 

Appropriate  help  is  made  available  as  and  when  nece¬ 
ssary  in  liaison  with  the  Social  Services  Department. 

The  appointment  of  a  State  Enrolled  Nurse  in  December 
will  also  improve  the  geriatric  service  in  the  future. 
She  can  visit  selected  elderly  people  from  the  health 
visitors’  case  load. 

Physically  and  Mentally  Handicapped  Pre-School  Children 

Every  effort  is  made  by  the  staff  to  support  parents  of 
these  children  and  it  is  regretted  that  although  con¬ 
sideration  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  introduction 
of  a  free  “incontinent  pads  service”  this  was  not  possible 
on  financial  grounds. 

Help  is  always  at  hand  from  the  Education  Psychologist, 
Often  they  assess  a  pre-school  child,  which  results  in 
early  admission  to  one  of  the  assessment  centres.  It  is 
appropriate  at  this  stage  to  thank  the  Child  Guidance 
Clinic  staff  for  their  co-operation. 

Liaison  with  the  Medical  Unit,  Mill  Lane,  Victoria 
Central  Hospital 

A  Health  Visitor  continues  to  act  as  Liaison  Officer 
between  the  medical  wards  and  the  community.  This  has 
improved  after  care  of  the  patient  on  his/her  discharge 
from  hospital  and  forged  valuable  links  with  the  hospital 
nursing  staffs. 

General  Nursing  Council  Syllabus  1969 

Student  Nurses  from  the  Victoria  Central  Hospital 
are  seconded  to  the  community  nursing  services.  They 
spend  two  weeks  with  the  health  visitors  home  visiting 
and  attending  various  clinics.  School  visits  are  also 
arranged. 

The  Social  Services  Department  accommodate  the 
students  and  arrange  visits  to  residential  homes  and 
schools  of  varying  types.  I  thank  the  Social  Services 
Department  for  their  help. 
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Guthrie  Testing  for  Phenylketonuria 

This  service  continues  on  all  new  born  babies  with  the 
parents’  per  mission.  The  Pathologist  at  Alder  Hey  Children’s 
Hospital,  Liverpool  asks  for  repeat  tests  when  necessary. 

No  positive  cases  were  identified  during  1972. 

Other  routine  duties  by  the  Health  Visitors  are  cytology 
screening,  family  planning  advice,  ascertainment  for  deaf¬ 
ness  screening  tests,  infectious  diseases,  prophylaxis, 
health  education  and  school  health  work  etc. 


Tuberculosis  Visitors 

The  two  State  Registered  Nurses  work  from  Mill  Lane 
Chest  Clinic  and  visit  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  and  other 
chest  conditions.  They  have  an  excellent  liaison  scheme 
with  Cleaver  Hospital.  They  give  support  to  patients 
whilst  in  and  out  of  hospital. 

“B.C.G.”  vaccination  in  schools  is  also  part  of  the 
tuberculosis  visitors’  duties. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  nursing  staff  for  their  loyal 
support  and  hard  work  during  1972. 

Finally  I  wish  to  thank  the  Health  Committee  for 
allowing  a  member  of  staff  to  attend  a  Refresher  Course 
each  year.”

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SECTION  25  -  HOME  NURSING 

Mrs.  K0  Elson,.now  Nursing  Officer  “District  Nursing* 
reports  as  follows;— 

“The  past  year  has  seen  the  increase  in  projects 
started  previously,  and  the  fruition  of  other  schemes . 

Five  Group  Practices  are  now  in  full  working  order,. 
Central  Park  and  Liscard  Road  Centres  being  opened 
during  the  latter  months  of  the  year0  4,442  treatments 
have  been  given  to  1,671  patients  during  1972. 

The  Hospital  Liaison  scheme  with  Leasowe  Hospital 
continues  to  progress.  A  nurse  is  now  attached  to  the 
Geriatric  Unit  at  Mill  Lane  accompanying  the  Geriatrician 
on  his  rounds  twice  a  week.  Meetings  are  held  every  3 
months  with  hospital  and  community  staff  and  social 
workers  in  attendance.  This  liaison  has  proved  very 
beneficial  as  all  members  are  working  as  a  team  for  the 
good  of  the  patient. 

Community  Care  Attachment  by  students  from  the 
Victoria  Central  Hospital  has  resulted  in  34  students 
working  with  the  trained  District  Nurse  for  four  weeks  at 
a  time.  This  has  also  helped  to  further  the  link  between 
hospital  and  community.  Patients  are  now  used  to  seeing  the 
same  nurse  whether  they  are  hospitalised  or  being  nursed 
in  their  own  home. 

In  September  arrangements  were  made  with  Mossley 
Hill  Hospital  in  Liverpool  for  2  District  Nurses  to  be 
seconded  and  trained  at  the  Renal  Dialysis  Unit.  This  is  in 
preparation  for  patients  who  will  require  dialysis  treatment 
in  their  own  home.  Unfortunately  training  was  delayed  and 
is  now  to  take  place  early  in  1973. 

The  National  Certificate  for  District  Nurse  training 
has  been  awarded  to  4  State  Registered  Nurses  who 
successfully  completed  the  course  this  year. 

The  establishment  has  been  increased  by  2  Nursing 
Aides.  They  have  had  inservice  training  and  now  assist 
the  trained  nurse  with  heavy  cases  and  attend  the  chroni¬ 
cally  sick.  The  trained  nurse  is  now  able  to  devote  more 
time  to  the  acutely  ill,  group  practice  work  and  discuss 
patient  care  with  the  Doctors  and  Consultants  concerned. 

The  extension  for  medical  equipment  at  86  a  Penkett 
Road  is  almost  complete.  Due  to  building  strikes  it  has 
taken  longer  than  anticipated  to  reach  the  final  stage. 
Early  1973  should  see  all  equipment  on  loan  to  patients 
under  one  roof.  1,044  pieces  of  equipment  were  loaned 
to  patients  during  the  year  plus  231  pieces  of  polythene 
sheeting  which  has  replaced  the  mackintosh  sheets  for¬ 
merly  used. 
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To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  staff  of  the  Health 
Department,  thank  you  for  your  valuable  assistance  and 
guidance  throughout  the  year.  My  thanks  to  the  Committee 
and  others  concerned  for  allowing  me  to  attend  a  Middle 
Mangement  Course  and  for  2  senior  staff  to  attend 
first  line  management  courses  early  next  year”.

Smallpox 


As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  routine  infant 
vaccination  against  Smallpox  was  discontinued  in  1971 
at  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security.  It  is  still  available  for  persons  travelling  abroad 
to  countries  still  requiring  valid  International  Vaccination 
Certificates.  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  still  recomm¬ 
ended  for  persons  working  in  the  Health  Services  and 
would  also  be  used  in  controlling  outbreaks  of  Smallpox 
on  the  rare  occasions  when  it  is  introduced  into  this  country. 

A  total  of  42  persons  under  16  years  of  age  were  vacc¬ 
inated,  and  27  persons  under  16  years  of  age  were  re¬ 
vaccinated  during  the  year.

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Rubella  (German  Measles) 

The  figures  for  the  second  full  year  of  vaccination 
of  13  year  old  girls  are  522  compared  with  817  in  1971.

1  am  grateful  to  Dr.  J.  Baxter,  Consultant  Chest 
Physician,  for  the  following  observations:- 

The  figures  for  primary  notifications  this  year  are 
almost  too  good  -  at  13.  There  are  11  pulmonary  and  two 
non  -pulmonary.  This  is  less  than  half  of  any  number 
notified  in  the  last  10  years.  I  cannot  account  for  this 
large  reduction  and  it  would  be  wise  to  wait  for  1973 
figures  before  premature  celebration.  Figures  in  the  country 
generally  show  a  drop,  except  in  the  areas  where  there 
nas  been  much  immigration.  Wallasey  had  only  10 
immigrants  this  year,  none  of  which  were  active  cases. 

The  close  co-operation  between  the  Corporation  and  the 
Chest  Clinic  is,  however,  responsible  for  at  least  some 
of  this  gratifying  drop  in  cases.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Arch¬ 
itects  (Housing)  Department  for  their  efforts,  in  very 
difficult  times,  to  rehouse  our  deserving  patients. 

This  year  61.5%  of  notifications  were  in  the  over  45 
age  group  and  of  the  remainder  under  35  only  one  had 
received  B.C.G.  showing  the  campaign  to  be  of  value. 

I  hope  the  liaison  between  the  School  Medical  Service 
and  Chest  Clinic  will  be  as  close  and  amicable  when  the 
new  Health  Re-Organisation  occurs  in  1974. 

The  number  of  visits  by  Health  Visitors  is  reduced 
this  year  because  one  Visitor  had  been  on  leave  for  three 
months,  but  to  the  total  of  2,603  there  must  be  added  215 
visits  to  check  B.C.G.  Vaccinations  at  home.  The  Health 
Visitor  brings  comfort  and  company  to  many  isolated 
patients  and  helps  by  contacting  the  Social  Service  Dep¬ 
artment  when  necessary. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  have  not  been  quite  so 
active  on  our  behalf  but  their  visits  are  still  very 
popular  with  the  patients  who  are  cheered  ty  their  kindly 
and  efficient  service. 

Prevention. 

There  has  been,  of  course,  a  drop  in  the  number  of 
contact  examinations  to  111  following  the  drop  in  notified 
cases  but  8.53  were  seen  per  case  compared  with  6.96  in 
1971.  One  new  case  was  found  by  these  examinations. 

22  children  who  were  Heaf  Positive  at  School  attended 
bringing  with  them  78  relatives.  No  positive  tuberculous 
cases  were  discovered.  This  year  there  has  been  a  drop 
in  Heaf  Positive  children  at  School.  It  will  be  interesting 
to  see  if  this  continues. 
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Many  thankful  comments  have  been  received  concerning 
the  Home  Help  and  Meals  on  Wheels  Services.  Their 
useful  and  cheerful  visits  are  the  high  spots  of  the  week 
for  many  patients. 

Vaccination  of  School  Children  with  B.C.G.  Vaccine 


This  is  an  important  measure  in  the  campaign  to 
eradicate  tuberculosis  from  the  community  and  is  carried 
out  on  school  premises,  so  avoiding  time  wasting  visits 
to  clinics.  The  parents  of  children  who  have  reached  the 
age  of  12+  years  are  sent  information  concerning  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  vaccination  and  asked  to  complete  a  consent 
form  if  they  wished  their  children  to  be  vaccinated.  Prior 
to  vaccination  each  child  was  given  a  skin  test,  known  as 
a  Heaf  Test,  to  determine  whether  he  is  already  sensitised 
to  the  tubercle  bacillus.  Only  those  who  show  no  reaction  to 
the  skin  test  are  vaccinated.  Those  who  show  a  positive 
reaction  are  referred  with  their  family  contacts  to  the 
Chest  Clinic  to  exclude  tuberculosis,  as  the  fact  that  they 
reacted  to  the  skin  test  could  mean  that  they  had  become 
infected  with  the  tubercle  bacillus  and  the  most  likely 
source  of  infection  would  be  members  of  their  family.  As 
will  be  seen  from  the  Table  at  the  be  ginning  of  this  section, 
18  children  and  78  contacts  of  these  children  were  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  during  the  year.  The  scheme  is 
not  only  useful  in  preventing  tuberculosis  but  serves  as  a 
case  finding  procedure.

Clean  Linen  Service  for  the  incontinent  Chronic  Sick. 

This  service  continues  to  prove  invaluable  to  the  nurs¬ 
ing  of  patients  in  their  own  homes,  and  is  much  appreciated 
by  patients  and  relatives. 

The  provision  of  clean  draw  sheets,  rather  than  incont¬ 
inence  pads,  is  preferable  in  that  no  problem  of  disposal 
arises.  The  latter  would  create  a  very  real  problem, 
particularly  in  the  smoke  control  areas  of  the  borough. 

The  scheme  is  available  to  all  persons  requiring 
it,  and  all  cases  are  investigated  by  the  Nursing  Officer 
(District  Nursing). 
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Eight  sheets  are  left  initially  for  each  Patient  and 
replaced  with  clean  as  necessary  -  usually  twice  weekly. 

The  number  of  sheets  issued  during  the  year  totalled 
26,583  compared  with  26,731  in  1971. 

In  addition  a  clean  nightdress  service  is  available  to 
all  necessitous  cases,  597  nightdresses  were  issued  during 
the  year.

Health  Education 

Schools 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
health  education  activity  in  schools  in  the  form  of  lectures 
and  illustrated  talks  during  the  year  by  the  Health  Education 
Officer,  and  other  members  of  the  Department. 

Mr.  C.  J.  Nelson,  the  Health  Education  Officer,  visited 
all  comprehensive  schools  in  the  Borough  and-discussed 
with  the  head  teachers  and  senior  staff  the  services 
provided  by  the  Health  Education  Unit.  A  suggested  programme 
of  health  education  was  left  with  each  school  for  further 
discussion  with  staff  who  were  likely  to  be  involved. 
The  suggested  programme  was  as  follows: -

Parentcraft  -  A  series  of  illustrated  talks  and  practical 
demonstrations  by  a  Health  Visitor. 
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Children  usually  respond  better  than  do  older  people 
to  health  education,  It  is  more  difficult  to  change  the 
ways  of  adults  most  of  which  are  already  fixed0  Therefore, 
the  earlier  a  person  is  taught  and  learns  the  principles 
of  healthy  living,  the  more  likely  it  is  that  they  will  be 
applied. 

The  more  health  education  received  before  an  individual 
reaches  adulthood,  the  easier  it  will  be  for  official  and 
voluntary  health  agencies  to  carry  on  from  there,  since 
they  will  be  dealing  with  a  more  informed  and  sympathetic 
adult,  It  is  expected  that  some  health  education  will  be 
taken  home  to  the  parents  by  children  receiving  health 
education  in  schools0 

Complete  programmes  of  health  education  have  been 
undertaken  in  some  schools  whilst  lectures  on  particular 
topics  are  given  in  otherSo 

There  are  an  increasing  number  of  Parentcraft  classes 
being  held  in  more  schoolSo  These  classes  which  are 
undertaken  by  members  of  the  Health  Visiting  staff  have 
emphasis  on  all  aspects  of  child  care,  especially  of 
babies  and  toddlers,  and  includes  the  parent  -child  relation¬ 
ship  and  the  need  for  interpreting  the  behaviour  of  the 
child  in  terms  of  its  development.  Most  classes  include 
instruction  on  menstruation,  pregnancy  and  how  a  baby 
is  born.

I  am  indebted  to  the  Health  Visitors  who  are  involved 
in  running  these  Parentcraft  courses  so  successfully. 
Involvement  entails  extra  effort  on  their  part  and  makes 
further  inroads  on  their  valuable  time.  Fortunately,  a 
considerable  amount  of  ‘job  satisfaction’  is  to  be  found  in 
group  health  education. 

In  the  future  it  is  intended  to  expand  the  health  education 
activities  taking  plac^  in  Primary  and  some  Middle  Schools 
and  to  introduce  it  in  others.  This  will,  of  course,  mean 
more  staff  involvement  anda  increase  in  the  very  limited 
budget.  Fortunately,  more  authorities  are  realising  the 
advantages  of  health  education  in  preventive  medicine, 
in  that  it  is  better  to  provide  money  to  help  a  child  lead 
a  healthful  life  rather  than  to  provide  a  relatively  expensive 
treatment  and  after  care  service. 
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Posters  and  Leaflets 

Leaflets  covering  a  wide  range  of  health  matters  were 
purchased  from  various  sources  and  distributed  through 
Clinics,  General  Practitioners’  surgeries,  Schools,  Health 
Visitors,  Midwives  and  other  members  of  the  Department. 
A  steady  stream  of  requests  for  this  type  of  literature 
came  from  students,  teachers  and  school  children.  A 
comprehensive  range  of  leaflets  has  now  been  built  up 
in  the  leaflet  bank  in  the  Health  Education  Unit. 

Posters  have  been  obtained  and  displayed  in  Clinics, 
Doctors’  surgeries,  Schools  and  occasionally  on  public 
hoardings.  Unfortunately,  the  cost  of  displaying  poster 
material  on  public  boardings  in  the  area  is  very  costly 
and  because  of  this,  this  method  of  displaying  Health 
Education  material  is  not  often  used. 

New  posters  were  designed  and  printed  to  remind  parents 
of  the  importance  of  following  an  immunisation  programme 
for  their  children.lt  is  appreciated  that  it  is  rather  difficult 
for  parents  to  remember  the  complete  immunisation  pro¬ 
gramme  and  this  type  of  poster  which  gives  the  complete 
immunisation  time-table  will  serve  as  a  constant  reminder 
to  mothers  when  they  visit  Clinics  and  other  health  estab¬ 
lishments.  It  is  hoped  that  this  poster  will  help  in  the 
constant  endeavours  of  the  nursing  staff  and  General 
Practitioners  to  improve  the  level  of  immunisation  in 
Wallasey. 

Staffing 

At  the  moment  the  Health  Education  Officer  has  no 
assistant,  as  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining 
an  Assistant  Health  Education  Officer. 

Equipment 

Photographic  equipment  has  been  purchased  to  enable 
the  Health  Education  Officer  to  prepare  lecture  slides  on 
such  topics  as  the  services  provided  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority,  Environmental  Health,  Chiropody,  and  The  Health 
of  the  School  Leaver.  The  equipment  will  be  used  to  provide 
photographs  for  display  purposes. 

Other  equipment  which  has  been  purchased  includes 
such  items  of  visual  aid  equipment  as  an  Overhead 
Projector  and  transparency  making  materials,  a  dual 
purpose  film  loop  projector,  prepared  slides  on  a  variety 
of  topics  and  a  comprehensive  range  of  filmstrips.  Because 
of  the  increase  in  lectures  being  given  to  schools,  colleges 
etc.,  further  equipment  will  have  to  be  provided  such  as 
additional  film  Projectors,  Screens,  automatic  slide 
projectors,  films. 
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Lectures  to  Organisations 

Lectures  have  been  given  to  adult  organisations,  youth 
clubs,  parents  meetings,  nursing  staff  in  hospitals,  and 
pre-retirement  courses  etc.  It  will  be  appreciated  that 
most  of  this  type  of  work  is  done  in  the  evenings. 

In  Service  Training 

Meetings  have  been  arranged  for  Health  Deaprtment 
staff  to  see  the  latest  types  of  visual  aids  available  on 
various  subjects.  It  is  intended  that  a  complete  programme 
of  In-Service  Training  should  be  undertaken  for  the 
Nursing  staff  of  the  Department  in  the  future. 

The  Future 

In  this  area  we  are  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  the  activities 
of  the  Health  Education  Unit  are  not  confined  to  one  Borough, 
but  two  Local  Authorities  (Wallasey  and  Birkenhead). 

If  in  the  future  re-organisation  of  the  National  Health 
Service,  the  co-operation  that  exists  between  these  two 
Local  Authorities  can  be  extended  to  the  other  areas  that 
make  up  the  new  Wirral  Health  Area,  Health  Education  should 
progress  most  satisfactorily. 

Cytology  Clinics  for  the  Early  Diagnosis  of  Carcinoma 

of  the  Cervix  Uteri. 

Dr.  E.L  Grant  who  conducts  clinicsc  i  a  sessional  basis 
reports  as  follows:  — 

“  Since  the  beginning  of  1972  we  have  been  made  responsible 
for  the  “ repeat”  smears  of  all  those  patients  who  had  their 
original  ones  done  in  Hospital  by  their  own  doctors  or 
at  the  Family  Planning  Clinics.  The  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security  send  us  records  of  all  those  women 
who  had  their  first  smears  done  not  less  than  5  years  ago  and 
we  call  them  up  in  alphabetical  order  to  one  of  our  three 
Cytology  Clinics.  We  are  also,  of  course,  doing  our  own 
cases,  both  repeats  and  those  who  apply  for  the  first 
time.  The  clerical  work  that  all  this  entails  has  become 
very  arduous  and  involves  the  full-time  service  of  at 
least  one  clerk  in  the  Health  Department. 

Unfortunately,  the  attendance  rate  of  “repeat”  cases 
at  the  Clinics  is  not  as  high  as  it  should  be,  resulting 
in  the  waste  of  valuable  time  by  “failed”  appointments. 
We  write  for  them  two  or  three  times,  and  use  quite  a 
lot  of  persuasion  to  get  them  to  attend  for  this  valuable 
examination.  In  spite  of  this,  however,  we  are  performing 
a  very  useful  and  rewarding  service  for  the  adult  female 
population  of  Wallasey,  because,  apart  from  diagnosing 
a  small  number  of  suspicious  or  definitely  malignant 
cases,  we  are  instrumental  in  diagnosing  other  gynae¬ 
cological  conditions  which  are  referred  to  the  patients’ 
General  Practitioners  with  the  recommendation  that  they 
should  be  seen  by  a  consulting  gynaecologist.  Also,  if 
any  infection  is  discovered,  we  again  refer  the  patient 
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to  her  own  doctor  for  treatment  with  antibiotics  and 
pessaries,  and  about  six  weeks  later  we  recall  her  to 
the  clinic  and  check  that  the  condition  has  been  cured. 

Most  of  those  who  attend  the  clinics  prefer  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  a  woman  doctor  because  they  feel  they  can  discuss 
their  more  intimate  problems  with  her  and  we  are  able 
to  devote  more  time  to  her  than  can  the  family  doctor.  We 
have  now  done  over  5,000  smears  in  Wallasey  and  Clinics 
are  held  at  Water  Street,  Moreton  and  Leasowe.  We  have 
three  female  doctors  who  are  all  qualified  to  do  this 
work,  and  I  personally  conduct  two  or  three  clinics  a 
week.  I  think  our  numbers  compare  very  favourably  with 
other  Local  Authorities  and  we  have  reason  to  be  satisfied 
with  our  progress. 

Patients  are  notified  of  the  results  of  their  smears  as 
soon  as  we  get  them  from  the  Victoria  Central  Hospital 
and  there  is  a  very  good  liaison  between  our  department 
and  the  Pathology  Laboratory.  If  the  smears  are  positive, 
the  patient  receives  a  personal  visit  from  a  Health  Visitor 
who  endeavours  to  explain  the  position  to  her  and  reassure 
her  in  every  way  possible,  and  she  is,  of  course,  admitted 
to  the  Women’s  Hospital  with  the  least  possible  delay. 
A  small  operation  is  performed  to  confirm  the  diagnosis 
and,  possibly,  that  is  all  that  is  needed. 

I  do  indeed  feel  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  valuable 
preventive  procedures  that  can  be  performed  and  it  may 
reduce  the  number  of  deaths  from  carcinoma  of  the  cervix”

Convalescence 

Patients  are  sent  for  convalescence  on  the  recommend¬ 
ation  of  the  family  doctor  or  hospital  consultant.  The  financial 
circumstances  of  each  applicant  is  considered  by  reference 
to  an  assessment  scale  laid  down  by  the  Council 
and  contributions  may  be  required  from  the  patients 
towards  the  cost,  according  to  their  means. 

During  1972  fifteen  patients  were  accommodated  in  the 
undermentioned  homes.

Of  these  9,631  were  given  at  no  charge  to  the  benefi¬ 
ciary,  582  were  given  where  the  beneficiary  paid  15p  and 
334  were  the  beneficiary  paid  25p. 

There  were  7  Chiropodists  participating  in  the  scheme 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  all  of  whom  satisfied  the  conditions 
laid  down  in  the  Professions  Supplementary  to  Medicines 
Act,  1960. 

The  patients  can  choose  whichever  Chiropodist  he/she 
prefers  and  treatment  is  given  in  the  Chiropodists’  own 
surgeries,  or,  if  necessary,  in  the  patients’ homes.  During 
the  year  6,538  treatments  were  given  at  the  surgeries  and 
4,009  treatments  were  given  in  the  patients’  homes. 

The  following  are  eligible  for  treatment  in  accordance

The  minimum  interval  between  treatments  in  all  but 
exceptional  cases  is  6  weeks  during  the  first  9  treatments 
and  8  weeks  for  subsequent  ireatments„  Each  patient  is 
required  to  re-apply  at  the  end  of  each  course  of  treatment. 

No  charge  is  made  for  the  treatment  to  persons  in 
receipt  of  a  Supplementary  Pension  or  Allowance  from  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  and  all  other 
applications  are  assessed  in  accordance  with  the  scale 
approved  by  the  Council  and  if  accepted  receive  treatment 
free  or  at  a  reduced  charge. 

Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies 


The  position  regarding  fluoridation  of  the  water  supplies 
is  as  outlined  in  the  1971  report  It  will  be  recalled  that 
the  Health  Committee  discussed  this  matter  at  the  request 
of  the  Cheshire  County  Health  Authority  and  although  the 
Health  Committee  was,  by  a  narrow  majority,  in  favour 
of  fluoridation  of  the  wafer  supplies  their  resolution  was 
reversed  by  the  Council  in  October  1971.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  on 
the  work  of  the  public  health  inspectorate  during  the  year 
1972  o 

Slum  Clearance 

During  the  year  3  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders,  1 
Clearance  Order,  2  Demolition  Orders,  3  Voluntary  Under¬ 
takings  to  Demolish  unfit  houses  and  1  Voluntary  Under- 
taking  to  close  an  unfit  house  received  the  approval  of 
the  Council.  54  houses  were  included  in  the  above.  This 
small  number  is  due  to  the  slum  clearance  programme 
being  suspended  for  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  as  the 
Housing  Department  had  over  two  hundred  families  to 
rehouse  from  areas  already  confirmed  for  demolition. 

Clean  Air  Acts  1956  and  1968 

The  No.  17  (Seabank.)  Smoke  Control  Area  was  submitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Environment,  but  con¬ 
firmation  had  not  been  received  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  area  is  approximately  165  acres  and  contains  1,535 
dwellinghouses  and  103  industrial  and  commercial  premises. 

The  No.  16  (Egremont)  Smoke  Control  Area,  containing 
2,184  dwellinghouses  and  169  industrial  and  commercial 
premises,  came  into  operation  on  1st  October. 

One  further  area  containing  approximately  3,000  houses 
remains  to  be  surveyed  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be 
submitted  for  approval  during  1973.  It  is  anticipated 
that  the  whole  borough  will  be  smokeless  b;r  the  end  of 
1974. 

Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  1963 

66%  of  the  registered  premises  received  a  general 
inspection,  compared  with  84%  last  year. 

During  the  year  57  registrations  were  cancelled  and 
64  new  registrations  were  received,  giving  a  total  of  976 
premises  on  the  register. 

Food  Hygiene. 

Inspections  of  food  premises  totalled  2,572  ,  which  gave 
an  average  of  approximately  2.6  visits  per  premises 
throughout  the  borough. 

The  number  of  food  premises  of  all  types  showed  a 
reduction  of  66  compared  with  1971. 

In  only  1  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  legal 
proceedings  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations;  this 
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related  to  a  fish  and  chip  shop  which  was  found  to  be  in 
a  dirty  condition.  The  occupier  was  fined  the  sum  of  £115. 

81  inspections  of  premises  governed  by  the  Food  Hygiene 
(Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966 
were  also  made  during  the  year. 

Noise  Abatement 

Stock  car  racing  was  again  a  principal  cause  of  complaint 
Numerous  complaints  were  also  received  from  occupants 
of  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  clubs  in  the  New  Brighton  area, 
the  noise  being  caused  by  patrons  leaving  the  clubs  during 
the  early  hours  of  the  morning.  The  investigation  of  many 
complaints  entailed  observations  being  kept  between  the 
hours  of  10.0  p.m.  and  2.0  a.m. 

May  I  again  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  Members 
of  the  Committee  and  officers  from  other  departments 
for  their  co-operation  throughout  the  year.  Finally  may 
I  thank  the  staff  of  my  section  for  their  support,  especially 
Mr.  Warbrick,  Deputy  Chief  Inspector,  for  the  many  hours 
of  late  duty  he  spent  investigating  complaints  of  noise. 


ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES 


The  nuisance  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act  have 
again  been  the  mainstay  for  the  remedying  of  defects 
in  dwelling  houses. 

Complaints  during  the  year  numbered  2,596  as  com¬ 
pared  with  3,097  in  1971.  10,184  visits  were  made  to 
dwelling  houses.  652  preliminary  and  514  statutory  notices 
were  served  during  the  year.  Below  is  a  summary  of  the 
defects  remedied.

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Soft  ice  cream  again  formed  the  basis  for  the  sampling 
routine  carried  out  during  the  year.  Samples  were  obtained 
from  retail  premises,  a  wholesale  manufacturer  and  mobile 
vendors. 

Where  canned  sterile  mixes  were  used  the  results 
were  found  to  be  consistently  good.  This  indicated  that 
the  recommended  cleaning  and  sterilising  routines  were 
being  conscientiously  followed  by  the  operators.  Any  un¬ 
satisfactory  gradings  obtained  from  premises  within  the 
Borough  were  immediately  followed  up  and  investigated 
with  the  persons  concerned.  Follow  up  samples  were 
subsequently  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  major  problem  was  again  experienced  with  mobile 
vendors.  Almost  all  of  them  obtained  their  soft  ice  cream 
mix  in  plastic  returnable  containers,  from  various  man¬ 
ufacturers  situated  outside  Wallasey.  Most  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  traced  to  inadequate  sterilisation  of  the  mix 
containers.  In  all  instances  unsatisfactory  gradings  were 
immediately  reported  to  the  person  concerned,  to  the 
manufacturer  and  also  to  the  local  authority  for  the  area. 

I  am  convinced  that  registration  of  this  type  of  vehicle 
would  be  of  great  assistance  in  exercising  prQper  control. 

It  is  difficult  for  the  inspector  to  time  a  visit  to  obtain 
samples  and  to  make  checks  to  ensure  that  the  vehicles 
and  machines  are  kept  clean  due  to  the  irregular  pattern 
of  visits  in  which  weather  conditions  play  a  great  part. 

I  am  satisfied  that  regular  sampling  and  thorough 
investigation  on  unsatisfactory  gradings  ensure  good 
results.

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Control  and  Supervision  of  Milk  Supplies 

A3  there  are  no  processing  dairies  situated  in  Wallasey, 
all  milk  supplies  are  brought  into  the  area  already  sealed 
in  bottles,  cartons,  and  in  some  cases  in  sealed  churns 
to  local  depots,  from  which  distribution  takes  place.  The 
bulk  of  our  daily  supplies  are  mainly  pasteurised  and 
sterilised  milk  in  bottles.  A  small  amount  of  Ultra 
Heat  Treated  Milk  is  also  marketed.  Untreated  Farm 
Cartoned  Milk  was  retailed  from  three  vending  machines 
situated  in  the  area. 

Sampling  has  again  been  carried  out  over  the  whole 
<  range  of  milk  on  sale  in  the  area.  Routine  samples  of 
the  Untreated  Farm  Cartoned  Milk  were  obtained  from 
the  vending  machines  and  were  submitted  to  the  Liverpool 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  for  Brucellosis 
which  may  give  rise  to  Undulant  Fever  in  man.  None  of 
these  samples  obtained  were  found  to  be  infected  with 
Brucella  Abortus. 

21  complaints  were  received  during  the  year,  involving 
milk  supplies  of  which  13  referred  to  foreign  bodies  in 
bottles  ,  dirty  bottles  or  the  general  condition  of  the  bottles. 
Detailed  investigations  were  carried  out  into  each  of  the 
complaints  and  warnings  were  given  where  necessary  to 
the  persons  or  companies  responsible.  Legal  proceedings 
were  instituted  in  2  cases.

Milk  in  Schools  Scheme 

During  the  year,  milk  was  again  supplied  to  the  schools 
in  one-third  pint  bottles,  by  one  of  the  main  dairy  under¬ 
takings.  A  total  of  821,526  one -third  pint  units  were  supplied 
during  the  year  -  a  decrease  of  93,675  on  the  previous 
year.

Consumer  Complaints 


200  consumer  complaints  were  received  during  the 
year,  covering  a  wide  variety  of  foodstuffs,  this  was  a 
small  increase  over  the  previous  year.  The  broad  out¬ 
lines  of  these  complaints  can  be  extracted  from  the  table 
set  out  below.  44%  of  the  complaints  relate  to  foreign 
bodies  in  food  or  to  mouldy  foods  and  the  department  has 
continued  to  give  these  two  subjects  a  considerable  amount 
of  attention  cfuring  the  year. 


In  all  cases  of  the  presence  of  foreign  objects  the 
management  of  the  firm  concerned  is  interviewed  ab¬ 
out  the  process  and  where  loopholes  in  the  system  are 
discovered,  advice  is  given  to  ensure  the  best  possible  pro¬ 
tection.

During  the  year  a  number  of  complaints  regarding 
insects  in  food,  including  imported  canned  goods,  were 
received.  In  some  instances  only  parts  of  the  insects  were 
found.  As  in  the  past  on  some  occasions  the  department 
sought  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Bezant,  Senior  Inspector, 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  Infestation 
Control  (Insects)  Office,  Liverpool.  I  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  for  the  help  always  readily  given  by  Mr. 
Bezant  and  the  members  of  his  staff. 

The  Food  Standards  Committee  report  on  the  Date 
Marking  of  food  was  published  during  the  year.  The 
Committee  recognised  the  right  of  the  consumer  to  be 
able  to  purchase  food  in  as  fresh  a  condition  as  is  techni¬ 
cally  possible  and  also  to  know  that  he  is  doing  so. 

The  recommendations  were  that  food  should  carry  an 
open  date  mark.  Short  life  food  a  “Sell-by-date”  shown 
conspicously  on  the  label  where  it  could  be  seen  readily 
by  the  purchaser  and  the  retailer.  Long  life  foods  would 
carry  a  date  of  manufacture  or  pre-packing  which  would 
greatly  assist  the  retailer  in  stock  rotation. 

The  report  is  welcomed  as  it  will  put  an  end  to  all  the 
different  types  of  coding  at  present  in  existence  including 
complicated  and  secret  systems  which  on  occasion  have 
even  tended  to  baffle  some  of  the  manufacturers  them¬ 
selves. 

When  the  regulations  are  finally  in  force  they  will  ob¬ 
viously  not  only  benefit  the  general  public  but  also  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  retail  trade.  _ 
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Complaints  to  the  department  are  encouraged  and 
each  one  receives  a  very  full  investigation.  Legal  pro- 
ceedings  were  instituted  in  four  cases.  Details  of  the 
cases  are  appended  below.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHELL  FISH)  REGULATIONS 
Cockle  beds  -  Moreton,  Leasowe  and  Wallasey  Foreshore 

The  Liverpool  Port  Health  Authority  is  the  enforcing 
Authority  for  the  above  Regulations  and  this  department 
acts  in  liaison  with  that  Authority. 

The  sterilising  plant  formerly  used  in  a  neighbouring 
Authority  has  not  been  in  operation  this  year.  Cockles 
were,  however,  still  gathered  from  the  beds  and  sterilisa¬ 
tion  was  carried  out  at  a  plant  situated  in  Lancashire. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS 
Regulation  of  Movement  of  Swine  Order,  1959 

The  usual  supervision  of  store  pigs  moved  under  licence 
into  piggeries  within  the  area  was  made,  checks  showing 
that  the  pigs  were  retained  for  the  required  period. 
Regular  routine  visits  were  made  to  all  piggeries. 

Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order  1957 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  all  premises  and  plant 
affected  by  this  Order  and  the  importance  of  strict  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  terms  of  the  Order  emphasised.  It  is 
essential  to  assist  in  the  prevention  of  spread  of  foot  and 
mouth  and  other  diseases  that  plant  operators  comply 
strictly  with  this  piece  of  legislation. 

General 

Observations  have  been  made  on  the  Wallasey  docks 
of  incoming  vessels  to  ensure  that  no  dogs,  poultry  or 
hay  or  straw  were  being  illegally  landed,  contrary  to  the 
Regulations  imposed  for  the  prevention  of  spread  of 
animal  disease. 
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Poultry  Inspection 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  within  the 
district. 

Meat  Sterilisation  Regulations  1969 

These  Regulations  require  the  sterilisation  of  unfit 
meat,  including  imported  meat,  before  its  entry  into  the 
chain  of  distribution,  together  with  the  keeping  of  records 
of  distribution  which  will  be  available  to  the  inspector 
when  he  so  requires. 

Visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  premises  handling 
these  types  of  meat  as  pet  Foods  to  ensure  compliance  with 
the  Regulations. 

Imported  Food  Regulations  1968 

The  delivery  of  containerised  food  to  premises  within 
the  district  continued  during  the  year.  The  department  is 
notified  by  the  Port  Health  Authority  of  the  direct  despatch 
uninspected  of  these  containers  and  inspection  is  made  by 
this  department’s  staff  at  the  premises  concerned. 

The  Riding  Establishments  Act  1964 

Three  establishments  were  licensed  under  this  Act; 
the  total  number  of  animals  in  these  premises  is  thirty- 
two,  twenty-six  donkeys,  and  six  ponies.  The  premises  were 
all  satisfactory  and  were  renewed.  All  animals  have 

been  subjected  to  the  quarterly  veterinary  inspection  and  were 
all  in  good  health  and  well  cared  for.  Checks  have  been  made 
throughout  the  year  on  premises  where  the  odd  pony  is 
stabled  to  ensure  that  no  riding  establishments  are  being 
operated  without  being  licensed  under  the  Act.

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Annual 
Reports  Order  1964  prescribes  certain  statistics  to  be 
contained  in  the  Local  Authorities’  annual  reports.

In  all  cases  the  nuisances  were  remedied  following 
an  informal  letter  to  the  persons  concerned. 

As  a  result  of  the  national  publicity  given  to  noise  and 
its  effect  on  the  environment  the  public  have  not  been 
slow  to  inform  the  Department  of  noisy  neighbours,  noisy 
animals  and  other  noise  sources. 

Clubs  with  late  drinking  licences  have  again  been  the 
source  of  a  number  of  complaints  and  whilst  in  the  main 
there  is  no  noise  from  within  the  premises,  the  noise  from 
cars  and  patrons  leaving  the  premises  is  a  considerable 
source  of  annoyance  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning. 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  occupiers  of 
houses  adjoining  a  supermarket  regarding  excessive  noise 
from  a  group  of  refrigerator  compressor  motors.  A  large 
louvred  ventilation  panel  on  the  side  wall  of  the  super¬ 
market  overlooked  the  houses  in  question.  Even  Hiough 
a  sound  absorbent  panel  had  been  fixed  over  the  louvres 
when  the  supermarket  was  first  opened,  night  noise  obser¬ 
vations  revealed  a  noise  nuisance.  With  the  co-operation 
of  the  management  noise  readings  were  taken  whilst 
each  of  the  seven  compressor  motors  were  in  operation. 
It  was  found  that  two  of  the  motors  which  were  immediately 
behind  the  louvred  ventilator  were  excessively  noisy. 
The  company  agreed  to  move  these  two  compressor  motors 
after  which  the  noise  levels  were  considerably  reduced 
so  much  so  that  the  complainants  thought  that  the  com¬ 
pressors  were  not  even  working. 

The  stock  car  racing  referred  to  in  my  last  report 
again  took  place  during  the  summer  months  with  the  conse¬ 
quent  nuisance  to  residents  of  surrounding  premises. 
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The  findings  of  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  Public 
Enquiry  included  a  statement  that  “the  activities,  noise 
and  fumes  associated  with  the  stock  car  racing  is  harmful 
to  the  amenities  which  nearby  residents  have  a  right  to 
expect  and  seriously  interferes  with  the  quiet  enjoyment 
of  the  properties”  c  The  appellant  has  appealed  to  the  High 
Court  against  the  decision  to  prohibit  the  use  of  the  football 
stadium  for  stock  car  racing,, 

WATER  SUPPLY

Source  and  Treatment 

The  two  main  sources  of  supply  are  from  the  Alwen 
Reservoir  in  North  Wales  and  the  River  Dee,  unsoftened 
water  from  the  boreholes  in  Seaview  Road,  Wallasey  only 
being  used  in  cases  of  emergency,,  The  Alwen  water  is 
mixed  with  treated  River  Dee  water  at  Chester,,  The 
Alwen/Dee  supply  receives  treatment  including  coagula- 
tion,  filtration,  pH  correction  and,  in  the  case  of  the  Alwen 
supply,  by  chlorination  and  the  Dee  supply  by  super- 
chlorination  and  de-chlorination,,  All  new  mains  are 
chlorinated  before  being  brought  into  use0 

All  houses  in  the  borough  have  a  piped  supply,  except 
for  a  few  summer  dwellings  at  “Castlefields” ,  Leasowe 
Road* 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in 
terms  of  quality,  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically,,  In 
regard  to  quantity,  the  demand  has  been  met  satisfactorily 0 

The  water  is  not  plumbo-solvent  and  the  fluoride  con¬ 
tent  from  all  sources  is  less  than  0ol  parts  per  million0 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination 

Regular  sampling  both  chemical  and  bacteriological 
is  carried  out  by  the  Wirral  Water  Board  throughout 
their  chainof  distribution, and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  also  take  random  sam¬ 
ples  for  examination  and  the  results,  all  of  which  were 
satisfactory,  are  summarised  below*

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  CONTROL  OF  SWIMMING  BATHS 


Swimming  facilities  in  Wallasey  include  the  indoor 
baths  at  Guinea  Gap,  the  outdoor  pools  at  New  Brighton 
and  Harrison  Drive.  In  each  case  sea  water  is  used,  the 
water  being  pumped  from  the  River  Mersey  for  Guinea 
Gap  Baths,  from  the  Marine  Lake  for  New  Brighton  Pool 
and  from  the  Irish  Sea  for  the  Derby  Bathing  Pool.  During 
operation,  the  swimming  water  undergoes  a  constant 
filtration  process  utilising  Bell’s  Gravity  Filters  and 
modern  chlorination  equipment  is  used  to  ensure  a  safe 
and  sterile  water.  The  turnover  period  at  Guinea  Gap  is 
once  every  three  hours  and  at  the  two  outdoor  pools  once 
every  five  hours.  Guinea  Gap  Baths  remain  open  for  public 
use  throughout  the  year  and  the  water  is  heated;  the  two 
outdoor  pools  are  only  in  use  during  the  summer  months 
and  the  water  is  not  heated. 

93  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  Council’s 
swimming  baths  by  the  public  health  inspectors.  Sam¬ 
ples  for  bacteriological  examination  numbered  206. 

Readings  of  chlorine  levels  at  all  the  pools  were 
taken  regularly  by  the  public  health  inspectors  and  these 
proved  satisfactory  in  all  cases. 

The  hydrotherapy  pool  at  Eller  ay  Park  Special  School 
was  also  kept  under  observation.  24  samples  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  chlorine  tests  were 
carried  out,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory.

WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES,  RELATING  TO 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  -  COMPOSITION,  LABELLING 
AND  SAMPLING  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  under  this  Act  and  the 
many  regulations  made  thereunder  are  primarily  aimed 
at  ensuring  that  food  and  drugs  sold  are  of  genuine 
composition,  that  labelling  as  to  designation  and  composition 
is  done  properly  and  accurately,  mat  claims  made  on 
labels  or  in  advertisements  are  not  misleading  or  ex¬ 
aggerated,  that  unlawful  substances  are  not  present  in 
foods  and  that  certain  permitted  substances  are  present 
only  within  the  limits  specified  e.g.  preservative  in 
sausage,  pickles,  soft  drinks,  etc. 

During  the  year  306  samples  were  obtained  and  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  analysis,  of  these  21 
were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  samples  obtained 
49  were  milk  samples  and  all  were  found  to  be  genuine. 
Ordinary  milk  averaged  3.59%  (3%)  of  milk  fat  and  8.73% 
(8.5%)  solids  not  fat,  whilst  for  Channel  Islands  milk  the 
average  was  4.59%  (4%)  of  milk  fat  and  9.08%  (8.5%) 
solids  not  fat;  the  figures  in  brackets  indicate  the  minimum 
standards  set  by  regulations.  All  milk  tested  was  found 
to  be  free  of  any  antibiotic  substances.

Complaints,  under  this  legislation,  received  from  members 
of  the  public  were  comparatively  few  but  included  all¬ 
egations  that  meat  pies  and  sausages  were  deficient  in 
meat,  that  “chicken  sandwiches”  did  not  contain  any 
chicken  and  that  “cream  cakes”  did  not  contain  genuine 
cream.  With  one  exception  (sausage),  all  complaints 
were  substantiated  and  appropriate  action  taken  in  each 
case. 


Pesticides 

Five  samples  (peaches,  shrimps,  dripping,  breast  of 
lamb  and  lettuce)  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst 
as  Wallasey’s  contribution  to  the  third  National  Pesticide 
Residue  Survey.  The  Analyst  reported  that  the  five  samples 
submitted  showed  an  almost  complete  absence  of  pesticide.

New  regulations  extended  the  list  of  bleaching  and 
improving  agents  which  may  be  present  in  flour,  ana  am¬ 
ended  the  specified  forms  of  various  nutrients  which  are 
required  to  be  added  to  flour. 

2c  Labelling  of  Food  Regulations,  1970 

These  regulations,  as  amended  by  the  Labelling 
of  Food  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1972,  came  into  effect 
on  1st  January,  1973.  The  new  provisions,  although 
following  the  same  general  lines  of  previous  legislation, 
significantly  extend  the  protection  afforded  to  food  pur¬ 
chasers  and  call  for  more  informative  labelling  as  to 
the  nature  of  the  food  concerned.  The  Regulations  also 
contain  provisions  dealing  with  claims  of  vitamin,  calorie 
and  mineral  content  ana  claims  that  foods  are  starch- 
reduced  or  are  slimming  aids;  other  restrictions  are 
imposed  on  claims  relating  to  food  for  diabetics  and  on 
claims  that  foods  have  tonic,  restorative  or  medicinal 
propertiesc 

During  the  latter  part  of  1972,  advice  and  inform¬ 
ation  was  given  to  local  food  packers  and  traders  as 
required. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act 

Under  this  Act,  sellers  of  fertilisers  and  feeding 
stuffs  for  cattle  and  poultry  are  required  to  furnish  to 
a  purchaser  a  statutory  statement  giving  certain  inform¬ 
ation  as  to  the  composition  of  the  article.  Inspectors 
take  samples  on  manufacturers’  and  retailers’  premises, 
following  procedures  laid  down  by  regulations;  these  samples 
are  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and  appropriate 
action  taken  whenever  an  article  is  found  not  to  comply 
with  the  particulars  contained  in  the  statutory  statement. 

During  the  year,  a  total  of  15  samples  (6  fertilisers 
and  9  feeding  stuffs)  were  submitted  for  analysis  and  all 
were  found  to  comply  with  the  legal  requirements. 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act 

This  Act  requires  retailers,  who  are  not  qualified 
chemists,  to  be  registered  with  the  Local  Authority  if 
they  wish  to  sell  certain  poisonous  substances  detailed 
in  the  Poisons  List;  various  domestic,  horticultural  and 
hair-dressing  preparations  are  subject  to  this  legislation. 
Premises  of  retailers  are  normally  inspected  in  conjunct¬ 
ion  with  other  duties  performed  by  the  Department’s 
officers.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee: 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

To  submit  a  report  on  the  School  Health  Service  for 
this  town  for  the  year  1972  is  a  privilege  -  one  which  I  do 
not  deserve  as  I  took  no  part  in  this  work.  However,  it  is 
an  honour  to  write  this  foreword  to  the  memory  of  two 
colleagues,  namely,  Dr.  Howard  Hall  who  died  in  September 
1972  and  then  to  Dr.  Christian,  his  Deputy  for  so  many 
years,  who  during  his  time  worked  so  hard  for  the  Health 
of  the  schoolchildren  of  Wallasey.  Dr.  Christian  was 
Principal  School  Medical  Officer  and  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  only  a  few  months  before  he  died,  too  young, 
in  February  1973.  The  children  of  Wallasey  have  lost  in  so 
short  a  space  of  time  two  dedicated  friends  who  over  the 
years  have  perfected  the  health  of  this  County  Borough.  I 
know  they  would  be  grateful,  as  I  am,  to  the  various  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  School  Health  Service  Staff  for  the  information 
which  they  have  provided  for  the  compilation  of  this  Report 
and  in  particular  to  my  Deputy  for  her  share  in  it. 

The  general  standard  of  health  of  the  Wallasey  school- 
children  remained  at  a  high  level  and  all  pupils  examined 
at  routine  inspection  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Mention  was  made  in  last  year’s  report  of  the  proposed 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinics.  These  commenced  on  18th 
April  and  sessions  are  held  once  a  month  at  the  Water 
Street  Clinic.  The  clinics  have  proved  to  be  most  success¬ 
ful  and  further  mention  is  made  of  this  service  in  Dr. 
Bell's  contribution  to  this  Report  -  I  thank  her  for  all  her 
work. 

Consideration  has  been  given  during  the  year  to  the 
introduction  of  a  system  of  selective  school  medical 
examinations,  which  would  enable  the  School  Medical  Offi¬ 
cers  to  concentrate  more  on  the  children  who  need  extra 
attention.  Schoolchildren  now-a-days  are  by  and  large  very 
fit  and  healthy  and  it  is  felt  that  the  available  medical 
man-power  can  be  used  to  the  best  advantage  in  this  way. 

Mention  was  also  made  in  last  year’s  report  of  the 
proposed  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  and  of  the 
Health  Services.  As  from  1st  April  1974,  the  “Wirral” 
Area  Health  Authority  will  correspond  with  the  “Wirral” 
Local  Government  Metropolitan  District  comprising  Walla¬ 
sey,  Birkenhead  and  parts  of  the  present  Cheshire  County 
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Council.  A  Working  Party  on  which  Wallasey  is  represented 
is  looking  into  all  aspects  of  the  service  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a  more  comprehensive  service  will  emerge  in  the 
future. 

I  should  like  to  acknowledge  the  support  and  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Director  of  Education  and  his  staff  and  the  in¬ 
terest  shown  by  the  members  of  the  Education  Committee.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  -  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE  1972 
STAFF 

Last  year  in  this  section  of  the  Report  we  mentioned 
the  difficulty  encountered  in  appointing  Speech  Therapists. 
During  the  year  we  were  fortunate  in  appointing  2  Speech 
Therapists,  and  thus  completing  the  establishment  of  one 
and  a  half  Speech  Therapists,  one  Speech  Therapist  being 
employed  on  a  joint  appointment  basis  with  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee.  After  being  without  a  full  Speech 
Therapy  service  for  many  years  we  were  able  to  tackle 
the  long  waiting  lists  and  to  extend  the  service  to  include 
the  four  Assessment  Units  and  the  ordinary  schools. 

During  the  year  an  Orthoptist  was  appointed  to  assist 
Mr.  Edwards  the  consultant  eye  specialist.  Two  sessions 
per  week  are  held  at  the  Merton  Road  Clinic.  Children  are 
assessed  and  referred  by  Mr.  Edwards  to  the  Orthoptist 
for  eye  exercises. 

A  further  appointment  made  during  the  year  was  that 
of  a  Health  Education  Officer  on  a  joint  basis  with  Birken¬ 
head  Local  Authority.  Mr.  Nelson  has  been  to  all  the 
third  tier  schools  andj  the  College  of  Education  showing 
films  and  giving  talks  on  a  whole  range  of  subjects  con¬ 
cerning  health  and  environmental  problems.  Visits  have 
also  been  made  to  the  middle  tier  schools  and  talks  given 
regarding  the  misuse  of  drugs,  effects  of  smoking,  etc. 

Liaison  with  Hospitals. 

The  Department  continues  to  receive  notifications  from 
hospitals  when  children  are  discharged,  giving  the  diagno¬ 
sis  on  discharge.  This  enables  us  to  arrange  follow  up 
visits  where  these  are  indicated.  If  the  child  appears  to 
be  handicapped,  investigations  will  be  made  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer  to  decide  whether  a  placement  in  a  special 
school  would  be  advisable.  At  present  there  are  approx¬ 
imately  20  handicapped  children  in  Elleray  Park  School 
suffering  from  spina  bifida,  with  or  without  hydrocephalus, 
who  need  regular  supervision  by  paediatric  or  othopaedic 
surgeons.  To  obviate  the  need  for  these  children  to  attend 
hospital,  the  surgeons  concerned  visit  Elleray  Park  each 
term,  together  with  representatives  of  the  appliance  firms, 
and  examine  these  children  and  order  any  investigation  or 
changes  in  appliances  which  are  indicated. 
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Liaison  with  General  Practitioners. 

Children  suffering  from  conditions  other  than  ocular 
orthopaedic  or  psychological,  who  require  the  advice  oi 
a  consultant,  are  referred  first  of  all  to  their  family 
doctors  with  a  letter  advising  them  of  the  condition  present. 
In  the  case  of  ocular,  orthopaedic  or  psychological  dis¬ 
orders,  the  children  are  referred  to  the  local  authority’s 
own  consultants  who  attend  various  local  authority  clinics 
each  week.  When  a  direct  referral  to  a  consultant  takes 
place  in  this  way,  a  letter  is  sent  to  the  General  Practi¬ 
tioner  following  the  medical  examination,  informing  him  of 
the  consultant’s  findings.  General  Practitioners  are  also 
advised  when  their  patients  have  been  ascertained  by 
the  School  Medical  Officer  as  requiring  special  education 
and  have  been  placed  in  a  special  school. 

Handicapped  Children  Needing  Special  Education. 

The  procedure  of  ascertainment,  as  laid  down  in 
Section  34  of  the  Education  Act  1944,  continues  in  force 
whereby  a  Medical  Officer  of  the  Authority  examines 
children  who  are  handicapped  and  may  require  special 
education  and  makes  appropriate  recommendations  to  the 
Authority.  Now,  however,  there  is  no  question  of  having  to 
make  a  decision  to  recommend  a  child  as  unsuitable  for 
education  at  school  as  was  the  case  before  Section  57  of 
the  Education  Act  1944  was  repealed.  This  is  because  the 
Junior  Training  Centre,  which  used  to  be  administered 
by  the  Health  Department,  is  now  a  school  of  the  Education 
Department  and  has  been  re-named  Moreton  Cross  Special 
School.  Medical  inspections  are  carried  out  by  Dr. 
Christian  as  before  for  the  Wallasey  children  at  the  school, 
but  the  Birkenhead  children  are  now  seen  regularly  by  a 
doctor  on  the  staff  of  Birkenhead  Corporation.  This  en¬ 
sures  continuity  of  supervision.  In  addition,  visits  are 
paid  from  time  to  time  by  the  Educational  Psychologist, 
Peripatetic  Teacher  for  hearing  impaired  children,  and 
Dental  Officer. 

There  is  now  provision  in  Wallasey  for  the  education 
of  children  with  a  variety  of  handicaps  -  viz:  Progress 
Assessment  Units  for  mentally  handicapped  pre-school 
children  at  Park  Primary  and  Eastway  Primary  Schools, 
Moreton  Cross  Special  School  for  Mentally  Handicapped 
Children  between  the  ages  of  4  years  and  16  years,  Clare- 
mount  Day  Special  School  for  E.S.N.  children  between  the 
ages  of  7  years  and  16  years,  Elleray  Park  Day  Special 
School  for  delicate  and  physically  handicapped  children 
between  approximately  4  years  and  16  years;  Pinetree 
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School  for  emotionally  disturbed  children  who  require 
special  help  with  their  education  -  at  present  this  school 
is  only  in  the  embryo  stage  and  occupying  two  classrooms 
in  a  pre-fabricated  building  on  St.  George’s  Road.  Even¬ 
tually  the  pupils  will  attend  a  purpose  built  school  in  the 
Moreton  area  which  will  accommodate  50  pupils  of  both 
sexes  from  7  years  to  17  years.  A  peripatetic  teacher  for 
children  with  impaired  hearing  attends  ordinary  schools 
and  the  special  school  etc.  For  those  children  for  whom 
special  education  cannot  be  provided  in  Wallasey,  place¬ 
ment  is  arranged  in  special  schools  elsewhere.  The  table 
at  the  end  of  the  report  gives  details  of  the  handicapped 
children  ascertained  etc.  during  the  year.

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Elleray  Park,  Claremount  and  Moreton  Cross  Special 
Schools  were  visited  monthly  by  Dr.  Christian.  Children 
admitted  to  Pinetree  School  are  medically  examined  prior 
to  their  admission.  When  the  new  school  is  completed  and 
in  occupation,  children  will  be  examined  annually  on  the 
school  premises. 

As  a  result  of  these  medical  inspections,  a  variety  of 
medical  and  psychological  conditions  are  brought  to  light 
which  require  treatment  or  observation.  The  tables  on 
pages  26  and  27  show  the  number  of  defects  found  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

All  children  at  the  intermediate  medical  inspection 
are  tested  with  the  Ishihara  Charts  for  any  defects  of 
colour  vision.  Head  Teachers  are  informed  when  a  defect 
is  found  as  this  knowledge  may  help  in  deciding  on  a 
career. 

The  visual  acuity  of  schoolchildren  is  tested  at  the 
following  times:  — 

(a)  School  entry  -  As  very  few  children  know  their  letters 

at  this  inspection,  the  “E”  test  is  used. 

(b)  Between  7  and  8  years  with  the  Keystone  Vision  Screener. 

(c)  During  the  second  year  in  the  middle  tier  schools. 

(d)  Before  leaving  the  third  tier  schools. 

When  defects  are  found,  arrangements  are  made  for  the 
affected  children  to  attend  the  school  eye  clinics  where 
they  will  be  examined  by  a  specialist,  or  if  they  so  wish 
they  can  visit  a  sight  testing  optician. 

Of  course  parents  can,  at  anytime,  bring  their  children 
to  see  the  school  doctor  at  the  clinic  if  they  suspect  the 
presence  of  an  ocular  defect,  and  if  a  defect  is  found  an 
appointment  will  be  made  to  see  the  Eye  Specialist. 

The  following  facilities  are  provided  for  the  school- 
children  in  the  Borough 

Minor  Ailments  Clinics. 

Staffed  by  a  nurse,  at  which  minor  injuries,  skin  sepsis, 
warts,  sprains,  are  treated.  To  enable  the  nurses  to  spend 
more  time  inspecting  the  children  in  school,  sessions 
were  reduced  during  the  year.  The  numbers  of  children 
attending  these  clinics  have  fallen  in  recent  years. 

Consultation  Clinics. 

Attended  by  a  Medical  Officer  at  which  medical  and 
psychogical  problems  can  be  investigated  in  more  detail 
than  is  possible  at  a  school  inspection.  Children  with 
warts  which  do  not  respond  to  treatment  at  the  minor 
ailments  clinics,  are  also  treated  with  carbon  dioxide 
“snow”  at  these  clinics. 
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Audiology  Clinics. 

For  the  assessment  of  children’s  hearing,  using  a 
pure  tone  audiometer  and  for  the  treatment  of  those 
children  whose  hearing  is  found  to  be  defective. 

Speech  Therapy  Clinics. 

At  which  a  qualified  Speech  Therapist  treats  a  variety 
of  speech  disorders. 

Eye  Clinics. 

At  which  a  visiting  Ophthalmic  Specialist  carries  out 
refractions  and  orders  spectacles  where  necessary. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics. 

At  which  a  visiting  orthopaedic  surgeon  examines  and 
prescribes  treatment  for  children  with  defects  of  bones 
joints  or  musculature. 

Child  Guidance  Clinic. 

At  which  a  team  consisting  of  a  visiting  psychiatrist, 
an  educational  psychologist,  and  a  social  worker,  treat 
children  with  a  variety  of  educational  and  psychological 
problems. 

Ultra  Violet  Light  Clinics. 

At  which  debilitated  children  and  children  with  certain 
skin  conditions  are  exposed  to  the  rays  from  an  ultra 
violet  lamp. 

Enuresis  Clinics 

At  which  suitable  cases  are  recommended  to  use  an 
electric  alarm  device  to  cure  their  bedwetting. 

Convalescence. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  children  for  whom  no 
other  provision  would  be  adequate,  to  be  sent  to  a  con¬ 
valescent  home  for  a  period  of  four  to  eight  weeks. 

Parents  of,  children  can  avail  themselves  of  any  of  the 
services  listed  above,  or,  if  they  wish,  can  obtain  treatment 
through  their  family  doctors. 
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Other  Duties  of  School  Medical  Officers. 

As  well  as  medically  inspecting  schoolchildren,  the 
school  medical  officers  carry  out  the  following  duties:- 

The  ascertainment  of  children  who  require  special 
educational  treatment  in  an  ordinary  school,  a  day  special 
school  or  a  residential  special  school. 

The  testing  of  children  in  the  secondary  schools  for 
evidence  of  tuberculin  sensitivity  and  the  vaccination  with 
B.C.G.  Vaccine  of  those  showing  no  sensitivity.  This 
vaccine  will  protect  the  children  From  tuberculosis  for  a 
number  of  years. 

The  innoculation  of  children  to  protect  them  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis,  measles 
and  German  measles  (girls  11-13  years). 

The  examination  of  children  who  wish  to  take  up  employ¬ 
ment  out  of  school  hours,  to  take  part  in  public  entertain¬ 
ment,  or  to  go  to  school  camps. 

-O 

The  medical  examination  of  candidates  for  training  coll¬ 
eges,  and  teachers  appointed  to  this  Authority. 

k-i 

The  examination  of  all  persons  employed  in  the  school 
meals  service  who  are  concerned  with  the  handling, 
preparation,  or  cooking  of  food. 

The  visiting  in  their  own  houses  of  those  children  who 
are  receiving  home  teaching  under  the  provisions  of 
section  56  of  the  Education  Act  1944.  During  the  year  8 
children  were  receiving  home  teaching. 

An  important  aspect  of  our  work  is  health  education. 
No  opportunity  is  lost  during  the  performance  of  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  functions  to  advise  both  parents  and  children  on 
matters  of  health. 

The  medical  staff  are  available  to  visit  Junior  and  Secon¬ 
dary  Schools,  at  the  request  of  Head  Teachers,  to  give 
talks  on  health  matters  and  to  show  films  on  subjects  such 
as  the  dangers  of  smoking. 

Since  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science  issued 
the  provision  of  milk  &  meals  (amendment  No.  2)  Regula¬ 
tions  1971.

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Observations  of  Dr.  Sheila  Bell,  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  health  of  the  Wallasey  school  children  remains  at 
a  satisfactory  level.  We  are  continuing  to  provide  free 
school  milk  on  medical  grounds  wherever  necessary. 

There  appears  to  be  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
planter  verrucae,  especially  in  schools  where  theydoP.E. 
in  bare  feet. 

As  a  Local  Authority  we  are  participating  in  a  national 
surveillance  of  congenital  rubella  defects.  In  1972  six 
children  were  thought  to  be  suffering  from  congenital 
rubella.  One  parent  refused  to  co-operate,  and  the  blood 
samples  of  the  other  five  were  negative. 

In  April,  Mr.  Baruah  commenced  his  monthly  Consul¬ 
tant  E.N.  T.  clinics  at  Water  Street  Clinic.  The  Audiome¬ 
trician,  Mrs.  Halligan  the  Peripatetic  Teacher  of  the  Deaf, 
and  myself  assist  him.  These  clinics  are  most  successful, 
they  are  well  attended  and  co-ordinate  the  services  for 
the  partially  deaf  child.  A  great  improvement  has  been 
shown  in  the  waiting  list  for  tonsillectomy  and  adenoidec- 
tomy.  It  has  dropped  from  a  few  years  to  a  few  months  and 
children  who  require  myringotomy  are  often  operated  on 
within  the  month.  We  are  most  grateful  to  Mr.  Baruah  for 
the  help  and  hard  work  he  has  provided.  The  straight 
forward  tensils  and  adenoids  cases  are  dealt  with  at 
Clatterbridge  Hospital  and  other  cases  are  operated  on  at 
Birkenhead  Children’s  Hospital.  Post-operatively  the  child¬ 
ren  are  followed  up  at  Water  Street  Clinic  by  Mr.  Baruah. 
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At  the  end  of  May,  I  attended  a  course  at  the  Department 
of  Audiology  at  Manchester  University.  This  was  of  great 
interest  and  help  in  the  aetiology  and  early  diagnosis  of 
the  deaf  and  partially  deaf  child.  It  is  most  important  that 
the  deaf  child  is  diagnosed  as  early  as  possible  so  that 
help  in  speech,  and  later  reading,  can  be  started  as  soon 
as  possible.  They  are  all  encouraged  to  use  speech  and  not 
sign  language.  Mr.  Jack  Ashley  M.P.  is  a  marvellous 
example  of  how  deaf  people  can  be  taught  to  speak  and  take 
up  a  normal  life  and  career. 

There  are  improvements  to  be  made  in  hearing  aids 
and  in  the  servicing  and  repairing  of  such  aids,  we  appre¬ 
ciate  Mrs.  Halligan’s  services  in  this  field. 

It  is  important  that  more  parents  should  be  encouraged 
to  bring  their  children  for  immunisation.  We  now  have  Mr. 
Nelson,  the  Health  Education  Officer,  to  assist  us  in  this 
direction. 

There  are  a  number  of  children  each  year  who  have 
orthopaedic  defects  such  as  flat  feet  or  knock-knees  due 
entirely  to  obesity,  the  only  treatment  is  diet  but  this  is 
difficult  for  parents  to  enforce.  We  suggest  that  these 
children  attend  one  of  the  clinics  once  a  month  for  a  weight 
check  and  general  encouragement. 

We  still  have  the  perennial  problem  of  the  enuretic 
child.  The  “ bell-ringing”  machines  will  only  assist  in 
ideal  conditions  -  i.e.  the  child  must  have  a  bed  and  a 
room  of  his  own,  that  there  is  the  utmost  co-operation  of 
the  parents  and  the  child.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  success 
of  the  machine  on  enuretic  children  in  Wimbrick  Hey 
which  is  run  so  efficiently. 

We  are  lucky  in  now  having  the  services  of  two  Speech 
Therapists,  one  part-time.  Children  referred  by  us  have 
their  hearing  tested  first  and,  on  request,  a  full  medical 
examination. 

Apart  from  the  routine  school  medical  inspections,  we 
are  available  to  do  special  medicals  on  any  school  child, 
whether  state  or  private,  at  the  request  of  parent  or 
school  teacher  or  another  Department. 

Provision  for  Children  with  Orthopaedic  Defects. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  Mr.  Sandeman, 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  to  provide  advice  and  treatment  for 
children  with  orthopaedic  defects.  During  the  year  1,435 
children  were  seen  by  him,  and  of  these  513  were  new 
patients.  The  number  discharged  from  treatment  during  the 
year  was  191,  the  number  referred  to  hospital  was  25. 
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Mr.  Sandeman  holds  regular  clinics  at  the  Eller  ay  Park 
Day  Special  School  for  Physically  Handicapped  Children, 
many  of  whom  suffer  from  orthopaedic  handicaps.  At 
these  sessions  there  is  also  in  attendance  the  Headmaster, 
School  Nurse,  two  Physiotherapists  and  an  appliance  fitter- 
thus  ensuring  co-ordination  of  the  various  services. 

Mr.  Sandeman  expresses  his  satisfaction  with  the 
smooth  transfer  of  information  between  hospital  and  local 
authority  staff  on  cases  under  his  care  and  mentions  the 
efficient  way  in  which  the  large  number  of  children  who 
attend  his  school  clinic  are  managed  by  the  secretarial 
staff. 

He  is  looking  forward  to  the  opening  of  the  new  Clinic 
to  replace  Merton  Road,  where  additional  facilities  will  be 
provided. 

Physiotherapy 

Mrs.  Brundrett  took  up  a  full  time  appointment  during 
September,  which  meant  that  the  physiotherapy  department 
was  fully  staffed  on  its  present  establishment,  the  first  time 
for  many  years.  This  enabled  the  equivalent  of  a  full  time 
physiotherapy  service  at  Elleray  Park  School  to  be  pro¬ 
vided,  divided  between  the  two  Physiotherapists. 

One  finds,  as  time  goes  on,  how  many  parents,  particu¬ 
larly  those  of  spina  bifida  children,  rely  on  the  Physiothera¬ 
pist  to  provide  their  children’s  full  quota  of  physical 
therapy.  This  is  wrong,  of  course;  every  attempt  is  made 
to  indoctrinate  all  parents  into  the  regime  required  to 
keep  each  child’s  deformities  down  to  a  minimum  and 
activity  up  to  a  maximum,  a  regime  that  is  basically  very 
simple  and  within  the  scope  of  any  parent.  We  continue  to 
find,  however,  that  on  return  from  holidays,  many  of  the 
children  have  regressed.  To  obviate  this  depressing  state 
of  affairs,  arrangements  were  made  this  summer  for  one 
of  the  Physiotherapists  to  hold  sessions  at  Birkenhead 
Children’s  Hospital,  financed  by  the  Hospital  Authorities, 
so  that  treatment  could  be  continued  during  the  school 
holiday  period.  Alas,  many  were  prominent  by  their  absences, 
with  subsequent  contraction  of  joints  being  evident  on 
return  to  school.

Physiotherapy  Report  19  7  2 
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School  Psychological  Service. 

1972  saw  a  further  increase  in  the  calls  made  upon  the 
Schools’  Psychological  Service  by  the  agencies  referring 
children  for  assessment  and  advice  relative  to  learning 
difficulties,  developmental  and  behavioural  problems.  The 
pressures  which  ensued  from  an  increase  in  the  demands 
made  upon  the  Service  were  alleviated  byan  increase  in 
staff  at  the  Clinic.  The  services  of  an  additional  Psycho- 
gist  and  an  additional  Social  Worker  have  been  obtained 
to  cope  with  the  increase  in  the  volume  of  work. 

In  September  1972,  two  additional  Assessment/Progress 
Classes  were  opened  and  these  have  now  their  full  com¬ 
plement  of  children  who  have  been  assessed  as  being  at 
serious  risk  educationally  for  psychogical,  emotional  and 
social  reasons.  There  are  now  40  children  in  the  Borough 
between  the  ages  of  4  and  7  who  in  these  Units  are  being 
helped  to  overcome  their  handicap  and  are  under  careful 
observation  and  assessment  to  ensure  that  they  are  later 
palced  in  the  situation  which  is  most  beneficial  for  them. 

There  has  been  some  delay  in  the  opening  of  the  new 
buildings  of  Pine  Tree  School  and  the  School  has  moved 
to  the  larger  temporary  accommodation  in  Folly  Gut  which 
has  enabled  both  numbers  and  the  age  range  accommodated 
to  be  increased,  a  further  stage  in  the  development  of  this 
School.

Under  Review 


I  took  up  the  appointment  of  Speech  Therapist  in  June 
-  there  having  been  a  gap  of  10  months  without  a  Speech 
Therapist  in  Wallasey.  Consequently  the  list  of  children 
awaiting  attention  was  extremely  long  -  in  all  areas  of 
Wallasey. 

Mrs.  Smith  began  work  in  September  which  had  helped 
the  waiting  list  in  some  areas  of  Wallasey  to  become  at 
least  more  respectable. 

Regular  weekly  sessions  are  heldinMoreton.-Leasowe, 
Water  Street  and  Merton  Road  clinics.  Sessions  are  also 
held  in  Claremount  and  Eller  ay  Park  schools.  Treatment 
on  an  essentially  advisory  basis  is  carried  out  in  Moreton 
Cross  school  and  in  the  4  assessment/progress  units  in 
the  Borough. 
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Due  to  the  size  of  the  waiting  list  and  its  antiquity  it 
has  been  necessary  to  review  this  completely.  Thus  many 
school  visits  have  been  done  and  will  be  done,  in  order  to 
screen  those  children  needing  attention  and  to  attempt  to 
select  and  attend  to  the  most  urgent  cases  as  soon  as 
possible.  All  of  this  is  time-consuming  but  very  necessary 
on  the  long-term.  Much  has  been  attained  since  June  this 
year,  but  it  is  becoming  increasingly  obvious  that,  in  order 
to  cope  efficiently  with  the  speech  and  language  disorders 
of  the  children  in  Wallasey.  The  establishment  of  Speech 
Therapists  will  have  to  be  increased  to  at  least  3  full¬ 
time  Speech  Therapists;  and  until  that  position  is  reached 
then  one  can  only  skim  the  surface  of  the  speech  and  lan¬ 
guage  problems  in  Wallasey. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
staff  of  the  School  Health  Service,  the  head  teachers, 
teachers  and  parents  of  children  treated  for  all  help  and 
co-operation  during  1972.

ELLERAY  PARK  DAY  SPECIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  PHYSI¬ 
CALLY  HANDICAPPED/DELICATE  CHILDREN 

The  physically  handicapped  children  are  well  provided 
for  at  Elleray  Park  Day  Special  School,  and  in  order  to 
cope  with  the  problems  of  incontinence  and  lack  of  mobility 
which  are  a  special  feature  of  children  with  spina  bifida 
and  hydrocephalus,  the  staff  of  the  school  includes  a 
nurse  and  nursing  auxiliary  full-time,  two  nursery  assis¬ 
tants  who  assist  in  the  classrooms,  and  two  house  mothers 
who  assist  with  toileting  some  of  the  children  and  bringing 
them  from  the  classroom  for  physiotherapy.  Manyseverly 
handicapped  children  are  admitted  from  Birkenhead  County 
Borough  and  a  few  from  Cheshire  County  area,  and  the 
statistics  below  show  the  number  involved.  We  are  getting 
increasing  pressure  from  child  specialists  and  ear,  nose 
and  throat  consultants  to  admit  children  to  the  school 
before  they  are  five  years  of  age,  but  at  present  the  staff¬ 
ing  position  is  such  that  this  is  not  feasible.

Report  of  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer. 

Last  year  I  referred  in  my  annual  report  to  the  shortage 
of  applicants  for  Dental  Officer  posts,  and  attributed  this 
to  the  poor  career  structure,  which  has  deterred  the  young 
married  male  graduate  from  making  our  service  his  career. 

Following  this  report,  and  a  useful  visit  by  a  dental 
officer  from  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science,  who 
was  able  to  give  some  helpful  criticisms,  it  was  resolved 
by  the  Education  Committee  to  implement  the  advice  given. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  by  advertising  for  a  dental 
officer  at  the  upgraded  level  of  Senior  Dental  Officer,  an 
appointment  was  made,  and  the  vacancy  at  the  Leasowe 
Clinic  was  filled  in  February.  It  would  be  wishful  thinking 
to  assume  that  such  a  policy  makes  manpower  easily  avail¬ 
able.  Only  one  applicant  applied  for  this  post,  and  we  shall 
be  losing,  through  retirement,  one  of  our  long  serving 
Dental  Officer  early  next  year,  having  completed  over 
forty  years  service.  An  advertisement  for  this  post  has 
not,  initially,  had  any  response.  It  was  further  resolved 
to  appoint  Consultant  Medical  Anaesthetists.  Naturally  such 
help  was  not  readily  obtainable,  but  eventually  three  Con¬ 
sultants  agreed  to  give  one  session  per  week  each,  and 
despite  the  constant  need  for  emergency  extractions,  this 
has  considerably  reduced  the  number  of  anaesthetics 
given  by  myself  this  year  and  thereby  increased  the  number 
of  sessions  devoted  to  restorative  dentistry.  Many  teeth 
are  extracted  for  orthodontic  reasons,  this  is,  in  those 
cases  of  overcrowded  mouths  to  correct  the  attendant 
malocclusions  and,  for  those  interested  in  statistics,  447 
primary  teeth  and  157  permanent  teeth  should  be  taken  off 
the  total  extration  figures  to  establish  a  more  accurate 
filling  extraction  ratio. 

Plans  for  the  replacement  of  the  Merton  Road  School 
Health  Clinic  have  also  been  submitted  to  the  Department 
and  it  is  hoped  that  between  1974/75  a  replacement  clinic 
will  be  in  operation.  This  will  include  a  new  dental  suite 
containing  adequate  provision  for  the  employment  of  ancill¬ 
ary  staff.  I  hope  that  this  will  prove  the  beginning  of  a 
more  flexible  service,  devoting  more  attention  to  preven¬ 
tative  dentistry. 
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It  may  be  thought  that  if  staff  is  not  easily  recruited 
the  need  for  accommodation  in  a  new  clinic  is  not  too 
vital  a  problem.  However,  I  take  the  view  that  accommoda¬ 
tion  needs  do  not  alter  according  to  the  lack  of  applicants 
seeking  employment  by  Wallasey  Corporation  or  the  future 
Area  Hospital  Authority  after  March  1974.  So  long  as  the 
caries  rate  remains  at  its  present  level  the  need  for  staff 
is  going  to  continue  and  clinic  provision,  including  equip¬ 
ment,  must  be  available  so  that  any  suitable  applicant  can 
be  offered  immediate  employment.  The  responsibility  for 
providing  the  right  attractive  conditions  of  service,  with 
suitable  incentives  for  vacant  posts,  lies  squarely  with  the 
employing  Authority. 

The  increase  in  staff  has  naturally  increased  the  treat¬ 
ment  figures,  but  to  achieve  progress  it  is  necessary  to 
reduce  the  caries  incidence  and  not  to  place  undue  emphasis 
on  these  figures.  Every  diseased  tooth,  whether  extracted 
or  filled,  represents  a  failure  to  combat  the  most  prevalent 
disease  in  the  world.  The  need  for  amputation  or  artificial 
repair  to  any  other  part  of  a  child’s  body  would  give  rise 
to  horror,  but  for  some  strange  reason  there  exists  an 
unconcern  amounting  to  a  defeatist  resignation  where  teeth 
are  concerned.  Only  when  it  is  appreciated  that  the  futile 
acrimonious  debates  on  the  pros  and  cons  of  fluoridation 
would  be  better  employed  in  tackling  the  dietary  and  other 
preventative  measures  of  caries  control,  will  some  pro¬ 
gress  be  made.  Fluoridation  will  come  about  in  due  course 
of  time,  despite  the  vociferous  efforts  of  those  who  in 
past  ages  aroused  fears  and  doubts  when  men  such  as 
Jenner  had  to  contend  with  similar  difficulties. 

Meantime,  80%  of  dental  caries  could  be  controlled  by 
the  expenditure  of  preventative  measures  such  as  providing 
free  tootbrushes  and  toothpaste  to  toddlers  and  school- 
children,  implementing  school  meals  with  fresh  fruit, 
celery  or  other  fibrous  acceptable  foodstuffs.  The  results 
would  eventually  be  far  less  costly  and  much  more  pleasant 
than  dental  treatment,  and  provide  a  positive  benefit  to 
our  children  and  future  generation. 

I  Would  like  to  end  my  report  by  including  three  ex¬ 
tracts  from  other  sources  which  I  hope  may  give  rise  to 
thought:  — 

(1)  The  administrative  and  treatment  cost  of  17,000  fillings 
has  been  estimated  at  £40,000. 

(2)  A  recent  advertisement  for  a  dental  officer  post  in  a 
part  of  the  country  naturally  fluoridated  includes  these 
words  -  “The  resultant  low  caries  rate  makes  dentistry 
much  more  pleasant”. 
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(3)  A  recent  advertisement  for  a  dental  officer  post  in  the 
City  of  Birmingham  now  receiving  fluoride  added  to  its 
water  supply.  “The  is  an  area  where  fluoridation  is 
having  a  marked  impact  on  the  dental  health  of  young 
children  bringing  with  it  the  prospect  of  carrying  out 
rewarding  concervative  dentistry”. 

I  wish  to  record  my  personal  sorrow  at  the  loss  of 
Dr.  Hall,  to  whom  fluoridation  was  a  major  public  health 
preventative  measure.  I  welcome  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Nelson  as  Health  Education  Officer,  and  thank  him  for  his 
work  on  our  behalf.  The  newly  appointed  Borough  Architect, 
Mr.  Shaw,  has  been  most  helpful  in  ensuring  that  adequate 
dental  facilities  will  be  available  in  the  future  new  clinic. 
Finally,  I  thank  all  those  members  of  Committees  having 
concern  for  our  service  and  the  staff  of  both  Public  Health 
and  Education  Department,  associated  in  our  work,  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.
